He contended that there was 
no reason, why federal agents 
could not question his father at 
Sandstone Prison. "He's not 
going anywhere," the son said. 

'The younger Balistrieri, who 
also has been subpenaed to ap- 
pear before next week's grand 
jury, presented a physician's 
affidavit that said Balistrieri 
was suffering from "arterio- 
sclerotic cardiovascular dis- 
ease with anginal syndrome." 
It said Balistrieri had suffered 
"at least one instance of acute 
coronary insufficiency." 

The affidavit of Dr, Robert 
P. Saichek, identified as a Mil- 
waukee specialist in internal 
medicine and cardiology, said 
the trip here would be "defi- 
nitely harmful medically" to 
Balistrieri, 

The trip, Saichek's affidavit 
said, could be a ‘precipitating 
factor in the onset of acute 
coronary problems." The affi-. 


davit said Saichek had been|

BUCCIERI, is not actually a member. When A/D KRUSCHE asked 
SALLY what she meant by a member, she smiled and said "You 

know what I mean - the organization."  SALLY advised A/D KRUSCHE 
that the FAZIOS were engaged in illegal gambling activities and 
she does not know why they never are arrested. When A/D KRUSCHE 
asked SALLY how close FRANK BALISTRIERT was to the FAZIOS, she 
stated that FRANK does not like the FAZIOS that well because 
they never clear anything with him. When A/D KRUSCHE asked 
SALLY what she meant by "clear anything with him," she smiled 
again and said "You know everything has to be cleared with my 
_god-father." SALLY said that PHIL ALDERISIO paid for FRANK 
BALISTRIERI'S legal fees in his fight to overturn the Federal 
Tax conviction. SALLY said that PHIL ALDERISIO paid in excess 
of $150,000.00 for FRANK BALISTRIERI'S defense. SALLY also said 
that PHIL ALDERISIO paid for all of the furnishings and law 
books in Attorney JOSEPH BALISTRIERI'S office, because PHIL 
ALDERISIO was JOSEPH BALISTRIERI'S god-father. SALLY said that 
when FRANK BALISTRIERI heard that PHIL ALDERISIO had died, 

he had a slight heart attack. SALLY said that FRANK BALISTRIERI 
has no other connections in Chicago other than PHIL ALDERISIO 
and that she believes that he is close to being broke personally. 
SALLY said that she lent FRANK BALISTRIERI $4,000 in December of 
1970, and that she does not expect she would get it back. 


When A/D KRUSCHE asked SALLY why she didn't get her money back 
from FRANK BALISTRIERI after he sold the KINGS IV, she said 
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"He owed the Union a loan of over $200,000 and owed everybody 
else for items that they put into the business." A/D KRUSCHE 
asked SALLY what she thought BALISTRIERI made on the transaction 
after he paid all his debts and she said "maybe $15,000." When 
A/D KRUSCHE smiled at this answer SALLY asked whether or not 
FRANK BALISTRIERI made more money on the transaction and A/D 

. KRUSCHE advised that he could not discuss the matter with her. 
When A/D KRUSCHE asked SALLY about BENNEDETTA BALISTRIERI, she 
Stated that BENNEDETTA was going with a hippie and that she 

was using marijuana.  SALLY also said that Attorney JOSEPH 
BALISTRIERI was using marijuana and that their mother knew 
about it. She said that FRANK BALISTRIERI found out about 
JOSEPH and BENNEDETTA using marijuana just prior to going to 
prison, She said he was very upset and raised hell. SALLY 
said that JOSEPH BALISTRIERI has not been in her restaurant 

for about a month because he became angry after she did not 
have immediate seating for him and a very young Assistant District 
Attorney that BALISTRIERI brought in for dinner about a month 
ago. She said that JOSEPH BALISTRIERI left the restaurant 

the night in question and hasn't been back since.  SALLY said, 
"JOSEPH BALISTRIERI is just a spoiled brat." 


A/D KRUSCHE advised SALLY that it would probably be for her 

best interest not to be talking to A/D KRUSCHE in the restaurant 
because the word would probably get back to FRANK BALISTRIERI 
that she was too friendly.  SALLY said that she did not doubt 
that word would get back to FRANK BALISTRIERI but she was not 
worried about it. SALLY said that she had nothing to say that A/D 
KRUSCHE already did not know. SALLY asked whether or not 

there was some reason that she had been getting a lot of 
attention from Tax people in recent months. She said that 
various state and federal tax auditors have been in auditing 

her books and records almost constantly. A/D KRUSCHE advised 
SALLY that he had no knowledge of this and it was not a part 

of his responsibilities.  SALLY said that FRANK BALISTRIERI 

told her that anyone remotely connected with him was getting 

an excessible amount of attention from A/D KRUSCHE. A/D KRUSCHE 
advised SALLY that this was not true and that he felt FRANK 
BALISTRIERI was a little paranoid. 


SALLY asked A/D KRUSCHE just what he was interested in as 

far as Organized Crime is concerned. A/D KRUSCHE advised SALLY 
that he would like to have the people that killed ISADORE POGROB 
and ANTHONY BIERNAT step forward and sign a statement to the 
effect that they killed these persons. SALLY said that POGROB 
tried to cross up the wrong people by not paying for a load of 
stolen whiskey that came out of Chicago. She said that under 
the circumstances he probably had it coming. She said that she 
had no knowledge about the BIERNAT death.

A/D KRUSCHE noted that SALLY'S bartender, FRANKIE TREVATO 
was on the premises and asked SALLY how close TREVATO was 
to FRANK BALISTRIERI. SALLY advised that TREVATO did not 
like BALISTRIERI and BALISTRIERI did not like TREVATO. 
SALLY said that. several.years ago TREVATO was going with 
BALISTRIERI'S niece and got into an argument with her and 
slapped her in the face. SALLY said that FRANK BALISTRIERI 
did not forget this. SALLY also said that TREVATO was a 
boxer and that BALISTRIERI tried to promote him years ago 
but TREVATO'S family would not let him be promoted by 
BALISTRIERI. She said that BALISTRIERI always held a grudge 
against TREVATO because of these facts and that after 
BALISTRIERI observed him working for her.he told her "get 
rid of that bum, he's no good." 


SALLY advised that PHIL ALDERISIO was in her restaurant 
approximately two time$since she opened it up. Said that 

on both occasions he appeared there with FRANK BALISTRIERI. 

She said that on the first occasion that he appeared at her 
restaurant he advised her that he thought she had a pretty 

nice place and asked her if she wanted a partner. SALLY 

said she declined.  ALDERISIO advised that she could probably 
open one or two places like the one she had and make more money 
and if she was ever interested in having a partner he was willing 
to finance her. SALLY said that she never wanted to become l 
involved with ALDERISIO in any business. SALLY denied that 
FRANK BALISTRIERI has any financial interest in her business 
and asked A/D KRUSCHE if he had ever seen BALISTRIERI operate 

a successful business such as she had going in SALLY'S STEAK 
HOUSE. 


A/D KRUSCHE advised SALLY that he had to leave to attend a 

class at MARQUETTE. SALLY attempted to pick up the check for 
$3.65 but A/D KRUSCHE refused to let her do so. KRUSCHE advised 
SALLY that she did not take the money but leave it on the table 
and would refuse to patronize her in the future. SALLY advised 
that she just wanted to be friendly but she'd rather have A/D 
KRUSCHE come back to her restaurant.

(0C-104-11) SALLY advised that the telephone calls were 
from several persons whom she did not know but who she believed 

were older men. SALLY said that on all occasions the men told her 
that she talked too much and that if she did not keep her mouth 

shut she would end up not being able to talk any more. SALLY also 
advised that she received a letter on about December 1, 1971, that 

she also considered to be a piece of a threat, SALLY agreed to 

give Assistant Director KRUSCHE copies of the letter that she received. 
Assistant Director KRUSCHE met with SALLY at SALLY'S STEAK HOUSE in 
the KAISER-KNICKERBOCKER HOTEL on December 2, 1971, between 2:10 p.m., 
and 3:15 p.m. In addition to the discussion about the phone calls and 
the threatening letter, SALLY advised Assistant Director KRUSCHE 

of the following interesting facts relating to FRANK BALISTRIERT and 
the FAZIOS.

She said that she had been 3.2% 
thinking about going to see FRANK BALISTRIERI but that she received ^ 
word that he does not want to talk to her and that he is mad at her 
because she has been talking to Assistant Director ERUSCHE. SALLY 
said that about a year and a half ago FRANK BALISTRIERT met in her 
restaurant with ANDREW LOCOCO from Hawthorne, California. She said 
that she overheard FRANK BALISTRIERI discussing the purchase of a

SALLY said that JOSEPH has very little to do with 
his father and talks to him only when he has to. 


in regard to gambling activity, SALLY advised that she is sure that 
FRANK DALISTRIERI "used to get his envelopes from the various gamblers 
who are operating in Milwaukee but that 1 do not think that he is 
qetting them anymore."

In response to your inquiry of March 2, 1972, the attached summaries 
on key Wisconsin organized crime figures are submitted, 


It is pointed out that Milwaukee does not have the LCN organization 
typical of other large cities. Frank P. Balistrieri, although 
conceded to be "number one" locally, has operated within the shadow 
of the Chicago organization and has taken his direction from that 
group. Significantly, no known local replacement was named when 
Frank entered Federal prison in June, 1971. In Frank's absence, his 
remaining business enterprises, never too profitable, have continued 
their downward trend. His son, Attorney Joseph P. Balistrieri, is 
known to have made business decisions contrary to Frank's policy 
during the father's incarceration. i 


It is further pointed out that, among Frank Balistrieri's associates, 
intelligence information indicates that some are "family" members, but 
there is no hard evidence to support membership and consequently this 
report cannot form the basis of a Milwaukee "family chart." 


It is hoped that the attached information is of value, and please be 
assured of our continued cooperation in all matters of mutual interest.

Frank Balistrieri pas been identified in the United States Senate 

as head of the Wisconsin Mafia; he was similarly identified in a 
subsequent "yife" magazine article. Although certain local [Italians 
deny the very existence of a Mafia Or pa Cosa Nostra, significantly 
Balistrieri did not bring guit against the magazine. 


Balistrieri was convicted of income tax evasion and tax fraud 
conspiracy in Federal court, springfield, Illinois, in March, 1967. 

He was sentenced to two years in rederal prison and fined $10,000. 
Through legal maneuvers and appeals he remained out of jail until 
june of 1971 when he finally entered Federal prison at Sandstone, 
Minnesota, to serve a reduced term of one year. This is palistrieri's 


only criminal conviction. 


Through relatives OY friends, Balistrieri has run a string of up 
to seven night clubs in Milwaukee. The current number is five, 
one of which is closed most of the time, and another of which was 
recently sold at a huge profit. 


Although Balistrieri's name does not appear on the license OF 
corporation papers of these clubs, he meets with the operators 
nightly to collect the day's receipts. TWO buildings housing 

the nightclubs are owned by Frank's son; 4 third tavern is run by 
Frank's brother, and the remaining two are operated by long time 
associates. One of the latter, pen-Kay, ING., a/p/a poyntownet , 
continued to show compensation paia to Frank as corporation president, 
despite the fact he was dropped from the corporate structure 
following his tax conviction in 1967. Frank's tax returns for 

1969 show $10,400 salary from pen-Kay a8 his only income. 


Balistrieri's closest asgociates include well known gamblers, 
union officials (Teamsters' Union), and persons engaged in such 
businesses as juke boxes, vending machines, and metal scrap. 
These persons are included in this report.

According to reliable information, Peter is a member of the local

he likes to gamble and that he has run several of the Balistrieri 
nightclubs, not always to brother Frank's satisfaction. Currently, 
Peter holds the license for The Scene, a night spot that has 
received considerable attention from this Division and which has 
been closed for more than a year. 


Peter Balistrieri has Milwaukee Police Department number 45854. 
Recently, he was convicted of sales tax fraud in a court action 
involving The Scene. Also convicted in this case were his son, 


Joseph P. Balistrieri, born NN and Jennie Alioto, bookkeeper 
for all the Balistrieri businesses. Peter Balistrieri has no 
other criminal record.

After graduation, Joseph Balistrieri briefly practiced law with

Since about 1967, Joseph Balistrieri has occupied a plush office- 
suite in a prestige location in downtown Milwaukee. Much of his

In 1967, Attorney Balistrieri purchased a building in the heart of 
Milwaukee's financial district for $80,000.00. Loans for purchase 
and remodeling were obtained from a local bank through the efforts 
of Frank Ranney, a Teamsters Union official, who reportedly pledged 
large deposits of Teamsters pension funds as incentive to the bank. 
fhe building was converted into a plush nightclub and restaurant 
named the Kings IV and was sold in November, 1970, for $600,000.00 
to a savings and loan association. In addition to the huge profit

from the sale price, "income" was derived through default on work 
contracts, purchase orders and other services related to the 
remodeling. Many employees went unpaid for weeks or months; some 
quit without ever having been paid. Initially, this place was 
fronted by a local gambler who was arrested for booking and was 
replaced as licensee by Peter Gaudesi, who has no record and is not 
known to otherwise be involved in crime activities. "he Kings 

IV closed down officially in February, 1972. 


In 1968, Joseph Balistrieri also purchased the building holding 
the Brass Rail, an old strip joint in downtown Milwaukee, and in 
which his father long was suspected of havin Beto Es This 
place is licensed to Rudolph Porchetta, born , 
who has fronted several other Balistrieri places, but who has no 
criminal record. Mortgage money for this purchase ($63,000.00) 
was supplied by the same bank that mortgaged the Kings IV and was 
part of the same agreement with the Teamsters Union, 


Ownership of these two buildings has provided large tax write-offs 
for Attorney Balistrieri and as a consequence he shows negligible 
taxable income. His mode of living is not consistent with his net 
income, and as a consequence his tax file is being audited by the 
Wisconsin Department of Revenue. He is known to have made several 
trips to Nevada and to Puerto Rico.

The transmitter proved to be defective and none of the 
conversations between and any of the persons she cone 
tacted in the KINGS LV could be overheard by agents monitoring the 
conversation in a nearby parked car. 


made arrangements to meet with FRANK BALISTRIERÍ at 
1:30 a.m. on October 16, 1970, at the AD LIB cocktail lounge through 
PETER GAUDESI, a bartender at the KINGS IV cocktail lounge, New 
batteries were installed in the transmitting unit and 
entered the AD LIB cocktail lounge at about 1:25 a.m, on October 16, 
1970. Due to the extensive noise in the AD LIB cocktail lounge, 
only parts of the conversation between FRANK BALISTRIERI, PETER 
CAUDESI, and JAMES JENNARO, and MEE could be overheard by 
Special Agents SUHR and GUERIN who were monitoring the conversation 
in a nearby parked auto, (See attached DCI-3 covering the inci- 
dents.

Although she is no longer working for us 
as a paid informant, she does provide periodic information rela- 
tive to criminal activities in the Milwaukee area. I feel that 
this informant should be protected and Lf it is necessary to 
forward any information relative to our activities on October 15 
and 16, 1970, we should do so by protecting our informant by 
using a number in any correspondence with U, 8. Attorney MICHAEL 
H. KING. 


We have had no wire taps or other legal type of wire intercepts 
on BALISTRIERI or any of his associates. The fact that this 
informant carried the transmitter during her meeting with 
BALISTRIERI, GAUDESI, and JENNARO on October 16, 1970, should not 
have any bearing on the federal case under prosecution. If there 
is any way that we can send a negative report in this matter to 
KING in writing, 1 think we should do so. 1 suppose that our 
attorneys will have to decide as to whether or not we can legally 
hold back on this information without jeopardizing ourselves or 
the Attorney General in the future.

On Friday, April 7, 1972, S/A's SCHMIDT and LARSEN went to Mitchell 
Field to observe the arrival of North Central Airlines Flight 994, 
This flight originated in Minneapolis-St, Paul and was scheduled 

to arrive in Milwaukee at 12:44 p.m. One of the passengers on this 
flight was FRANK BALISTRIERI who was released from the Sandstone, 
Minnesota, Federal penitentiary on this date. FRANK BALISTRIERI was 
also accompanied on this flight by his sons, JOSEPH and JOHN, his 
brother, PETER | BALISTRIERI, and his nephew, JOSEPH (BABY JOE).

The flight arrived on time and the passengers disembarked.  S/A SCHMIDT 
was unable to get any photographs of the party arriving.

You have requested information from this department as to 
whether or not the Wisconsin Department of Justice has conducted 
any electronic surveillance of Frank Balistrieri, Joseph Balistrieri, 
Angelo DiGiorgio, Peter Gaudesi, Jennie Alioto or Sue Bartfield, 
their residences or their places of business. Please be advised 
that the only such surveillance engaged in by this Department con- 
sisted of the following. 


On October 15, 1970, at approximately 11:30 p.m., an infor- 
mant of the Wisconsin Department of Justice wore a mechanical ' 
voice transmitter into the Kings IV Tavern, 720 North Water Street, 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin. This transmitter was placed on the informant 
with the informant's consent and it was done in connection with an 
investigation being conducted by the Wisconsin Department of Jus- 
tice which was not related to any federal investigation. Because 
of a mechanical failure, nothing intelligible was transmitted. 
Peter Gaudesi was present in the Kings IV at the time. The infor- 
mant was on the premises for only a matter of minutes. No tapes 
or logs were kept of the transmission as nothing was heard. 


At approximately 1:30 a.m., on October 16, 1970, the same 
informant wore the same device into the Ad Lib Tavern, 323 West 
Wells Street, Milwaukee, Wisconsin. The informant consented to 
the wearing of the transmitter. Peter Gaudesi and Frank Balistrieri 
were present. Agents of the Wisconsin Department of Justice moni- 
tored the informant's conversation with Balistrieri. Because of 
excessive background noise in the Ad Lib, little of the conversation 
was overheard by State agents. The portions overheard consisted 
of the informant telling Balistrieri that the informant n 
served with a subpoena. Balistrieri stated that HEE s 
and James Jennaro would also be in court.  Balistrieri then asked 
the informant if the informant vas still unemployed. re

Stated, "You are taking care of us, so we are taking care of 
you." The informant asked what the subpoena was about and 
Balistrieri stated that it concerned activities at the Ad Lib 
some time ago and further stated, "Just remember, you don't re- 
member anything." The informant was also told by Balistrieri 
that if they asked about social security, the informant was to 
tell them that social security was deducted. The informant was 
also told to go to the Kings IV after the court appearance to 
see about a job. . This conversation lasted less than five min- 
utes. 


No logs or tapes were kept of the transmission and it was 
done in connection with an investigation conducted by the Wis- ' 
consin Department of Justice which was unrelated to any federal 
investigation. The federal government did not request or aid in 
the surveillance nor has the information stated above been for- 
warded to the federal government. No other electronic surveil- 
lance was used by the Wisconsin Department of Justice regarding 
the individuals or places mentioned above.

35, #24 noted a black vinyl over white Cadillac, Minnesota plate no, 
"3NV860. This vehicle was rented from AVIS at the Twin Cities international 
Airport from 1105 hours, 6 April 1972 through 7 April 1972, at 1018 hours 
by Joseph BALISTRIERI, rental slip attached to this file, 


We proceeded to Sandstone and the federal prison to confirm F. BALISTRIERI'S 
release the following morning, arrived 2330 hours 6 April 1972. After this 


At about 0830 hours the Cadillac showed up in Sandstone and drove to the 
prison, with four male occupants, photos attached. At about 0845 hours 


in the prison. from the outside in fluent Italian, "Questo nomo non ha 
fatto niente," or -- "You know this man has done nothing." The dialect 
used ‘was southern Italian and definitely from south of Rome. The conyer- 
Sation took place as they were laughing and walking out on the sidewalk 
from the prison. I could not identify the person inside or overhear his 
part of the conversation from where T was situated in the parking area, 
After a brief conversation in the parking area, all five got in the 
Cadillac ana departed for the Twin Cities International Airport in 
Minneapolis some eighty-five miles awaye

Organized crime has long been 
part of Wisconsin's fabric, along 
with the inherent vlolence that 
comes with it, records show. 


“La Cosa Nostra gained a foothold 
nationally during Prohibition in the 
19203. Now, the organization is 
invoived in everything from such 
traditional criminal activities as 
gambling, loan sharking, fencing 
and narcotics to new areas involv- 


ing white-collar business schemes, 


authorities said. 


Here ls a list of some of the 
gangland slayings and violence that 
.have occurred here since 1928. The 
details are from newspaper ac- 
counts of the time. 


. Tony Kuzmanovich, 1928 — 
As Kuzmanovich, a saloon and res- 
taurant operator drove home on W. 
Wisconsin Ave. at 3 a.m., a touring 
car with Illinois license plates 


forced his car to the curb. Two men : 


stepped out and one fired a shotgun 
blast into Kuzmanovich's head. The 
shooting was blamed on an under- 
world beer war. 


Jack Zuta, 1930 — Zuta, a 
member of “Bugs” Moran’s Chicago 
gang, had been questioned by Chi- 
cago police in connection with the 
killing of Jake Lingle, a Chicago 
Tribune reporter. A few minutes 
after he left a Chicago police sta- 
tion, Zuta narrowly escaped an as- 
sassination attempt. — — : 


A few months later, rival gang 
sters found Zuta at a Waukesha 
County hotel. Zuta was watching 
dancers in the hotel's dance hall 
when six mon with machine guns 
frooped In, ordered the patrons 
aside and shot Zuta to death. 


Robert A. Wilson, 1932 — Wil- 
gon was lured by Kenosha tavern- 
keaper Frank Tyllus to a farm near 
Lodi, Once at the farm, Wilson was 
beaten and tortured until he signed 
notes totaling $40,000.

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Balistrieri picked up dinner tabs 
for IRS supervi mE

As FBI agents secretly watched 
and listened to Frank P. Balistrieri 
practice his profession, his path 
through the underworld brought him 
in contact with a Runyonesque roster 
of criminals and characters. * 


It was no surprise to overhear him 
cutting deals with mobsters like Mil- 
waukee Phil, who was said to have 
murdered at least 10 people. 


And it was not unexpected to learn 
that his cronies included people like 
Doc, a devout gambler who was the 





mob. 


But it was a shock when FBI 
_ agents discovered that- Balistrieri’s 
* dinner guests included an Internal 
Revenue Service supervisor who ap- 
parently had forgotten which side he 

. worked for. 


In the 1960s, Balistrieri, who was | 


under investigation by the IRS, 
picked up restaurant tabs for the 
supervisor and his family and 
pumped him for information. 
Confidential IRS reports on Balis- : 
` trieri were turned over to this super- 
visor who had regular social meet- 
ings with Balistrieri, records show. 


“The FBI called me one Saturday 
at my home," a former IRS agent 
recalled in a recent interview. “He ` 
sald, ‘I’d really like to have you go on 
surveillance with us. We think | 
you've got a bad apple in the barrel." | 
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The man seen meeting with Balis- 
trieri was a supervisor in the IRS 


' audit division, the FBI agent said. 


“Every two weeks we had to re- 
port to the audit division, and I ob- 
jected to it strenuously,” the former 
IRS agent said. “I didn’t want the 
information out as to anything we 
were doing or finding. 1 was burned 


The IRS supervisor admitted meet- 
ing with Balistrieri, but denied pass- 
ing on any information of value to 
him, records showed. After he was 
questioned about his meetings, he 
resigned. 

In an affidavit, the supervisor said: 

“Balistrieri told me that he was 


being investigated by the Internal 
Revenue Service. He asked me what 


he should do and wanted to know i 


what was going on in the case. 


“About a month later Balistrieri 
called me on the telephone and invit- 
ed me to bring my wife to Gallagh- 
er's (a Balistrieri nightclub) to see the 
show. 


“We went on a Saturday night. ... 
Balistrieri came in after the. first 
show and joined us at the table. 
During the course of the evening, and 
i think while my wife was away 
from the table, he asked me to find 


out for him how the casé was going | 


and what Internal Revenue was do- 
ing. He picked up the dinner check 
on this occasion." 

At a second meeting at Gallagh- 
er's, Balistrieri paid for dinner for the 


IRS supervisor and the supervisor's 


wife and daughter, the man said. 


"During this evening, while my i 


wife and daughter were away from 


the table, Balistrieri asked me what : 
was going on and I told him that (one ' 
of the IRS agents on the case) had : 


been going to the banks.” 

' Later, Balistrieri invited him to 
another meeting and this time the 
IRS man brought his wife, daughter 
and a friend. He told Balistrieri if he 
found something out about his case, 
he'd call him. He claimed that was 
ii last contact he had with Balis- 
rieri. 


cc “Ce PIDA 
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Several years later, after a long. -: 
investigation, Balistrierl was sen- 
tenced to federal prison for a year: 
and a day on income tax charges. He..' 
served slightly more than nine , 
months. 

In the 1960s, while visiting Chica- ; 
go, Balistrieri was recorded in feloni- ' 
ous conversation with Felix Alderi- | 
sio, former Milwaukeean and former | 
prizefighter who was then employed 
as the top enforcer for the mob in 
Chicago. 

Sgt. Carl Menconi, of the Chicago . 
Police Department, knew Alderisio. 
Menconi recently described him as 





gentlemanly. That was the good part. 


Menconi added this: “His eyes : 


looked through you. Ice. They would . 
make you shiver.” ! 

On a cold day in January 1965, . 
Alderisio and Balistrieri discussed 
what to do with a load of hijacked 
furs. 

- Alderisio: “Is the guy ready to do 
business?” 

Balistrieri: “Yeah, I told him.” 


Alderisio (interrupting): “1']] take 


the load over to him. 
Balistrieri: “For a big bill he says.”

Their conversation ended abruptly : 


when the phone rang, and Balistrieri-

When Alderisio, 59, died in prison 


in 1971, federal officials estimated :

directed a team of killers who were 
responsible for many more murders. 


As Balistrieri's importance in the 
mob became clear, the FBI began 
tape recording as much of his life as 
they could reach with their “bugs.” 


One of Balistrieri’s regular haunts 


was then a Milwaukee restaurant, : 


which federal surveillance logs re- 
ferred to as a stop for “the strong 
arm group for La Cosa Nostra Mil- 
waukee.” Other visitors included 
people named Bananas Joe, Spaghetti 
Red and Doc. es Ae 
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When Doc wasn't giving free med- : 


ical advice to hoodlums in the restau- 
rant, Doc's favorite spot was a phone 
booth there where he'd call in bets of 
hundreds of dollars. The physician 
died years ago. 

Two men in the restaurant were 
recorded seriously discussing wheth- 
er furs or jewels would bring the 


best return when they “knocked off” 


several places. 


On another day, the owner of the | 
restaurant was talking by phone to a | 


person the transcripts don't identify: 


*Was you out to see Frank? You 
meet my compadre Frank Balistrierl? 
Well what did he say? Did he ask 
about me? I was wondering if he 


asked about me. How is he, all right? ` 


We ain't doing nothing here. No. No.

"Was he good to you? Had a long 
talk witti him, uh?

During his spotlighted career, Bal- . 
istrieri often had people front tavern : 


licenses for him, according to inter- 
views and records. 


In 1964, a retired man, Edwin C. 
Meissner, told IRS agents that he 
agreed to have his name on a liquor 
license for Balistrieri because Balis- 


trieri had gone to high school with . 


his children. 


"| was supposed to be secretary or 


something like that there,” Meissner 


told officials. "t signed all the checks, :

Over the years, Balistrieri, who 
had former tavern owners and rela- 
tives front for him, expanded hís 
operations to include business con- 
tacts from Florida to California, fed- 
eral officials said.

Pete thanked Balistrieri for his : 
courtesy. He said that Borianno had 
had numerous problems recently. 
Pete also apologized for being unable | 
to go into details involving Pete's | 
brother-in-law and “give you the sat- ' 
isfaction that you deserve.” 


Balistrieri: “Well, I want you to 
understand this now. I really: am 
disturbed, I think I deserve better 
treatment than that. ... I run my 
family as I see fit. We made that 
friendship with you and I." 


Pete: “It was In your father-In- | 
law's place. I said to you that every- 
thing was straightened out and don't 
worry ... and we thank you. I told | 


my brother-in-law what I had to tell; 


him. To goin a straight line. 


“That's all the detalis I can tell you | 


because ... (someone) would say to 
me, ‘You're not a caporegime, you're 
not a consigitere (counselor), you're 





not a boss. 
You know that," 


Balístrieri: “Nobody ts going to tell :

Pete: “I'm 61 years old. If I'd 
worry about these dangers I'd go and 
drown myself. I got my superiors. 1 
can't go over their heads... ." 


* After Pete left the meeting, Balls- 
trler! said that if Bonanno came to 
talk to him he would refer him to a 
meeting with Chicago mobsters, 
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However, at a later meeting that : 
was also tape recorded, Balistrieri : 
reported that Bonanno had stopped in ` 
Milwaukee to see him. | 


Mentioning that Bonanno was at ' 
"Angelo's house,” Balistrieri said: He : 
made no gesture to talk to me. He | 
just kept on talking and then it got : 
late. 


“We went in like a little room and | 
Mr. Bonanno talked for at least 20 | 
minutes. He told us everything, but 
what we wanted to talk about. After 
he spoke 20 minutes, Mt. Bonanno ! 
sald 'I never use the word tired, but | 
I'm tired from speaking so long.' j 


“I sald, *You've been speaking for 
four hours and now that I wanted to 
say something, you're tired,’.,. I 
sald, ‘I’m not satisfied.’ 


“ Well,’ he says, ‘I'm tired. I'd Hke 
to postpone this thing until ‘another 
time’. .. He don't want to talk about 
It. I gotta go back to Chicago and tell 
them what happened, see? When I go 
back and tell Chicago what happened 
they don't like it too much." 


[Bonanno eventually was removed 
from the national commission of the 
Mafia as a result of his independent 
attitude, according to federal ofi»! 
ciais. Sam Giancana, who was on the.

Balistrieri nearly lost his life as part ` 
of the transaction. 


And mobsters laughed about how 
close Gail T. Cobb came to being 
killed. 

Referring to his attempt to estab- ` 
lish a working relationship with Bal. 
istrieri, who headed organized crime . 
here, Cobb said, “Had I known it 
would have gone as far as it did, I ; 
wouldn't have taken the job.” 


The Balistrieri 








While he was undercover in Mil- 
waukee, an associate of Balistrieri 
was dynamited to death and Balis- 
trieri decided to kill Cobb, Cobb said. 

.In June 1978, when Cobb was 
trying to become a mobster in the 
vending machine business here, Au- 


gust S. Palmisano, 50, was murdered ` 


by explosion. 
“It got my attention,” Cobb sald. 


Palmisano was killed when he ` 
started his car, which was hooked to | 


explosives. Cobb had met Palmisano 
briefly, but recalled no conversation 


with him. 


“I knew it was unrelated to me,” 
Cobb said of the bombing. 


However, Cobb told Benjamin 


- (Lefty) Ruggiero that he was con- 
. cerned that people were being blown 
; Up. Ruggiero told him not to Worry, 


Cobb said. 


d te de 


Nothing would happen to Cobb 


because Cobb was “with them," Rug- ; 


giero said, meaning the New York | 


mob family to which Ruggiero be- 
longed. 


While undercover, Cobb depended 
on Rugglero, a friendly, easygoing, 
likable man who told Cobb he had 
murdered his daughter’s husband. 


One thing was wrong with Ruggi- 
ero's reasoning that Cobb was safe: 
Balistrieri initially did not know that 
Cobb, who was trylng to set up a 
vending machine business here, had 
the protection of the New York mob, 
Cobb said. 


Three men were assigned to kill 
Cobb and they followed him arouna, 


but Balistrierl called them off when : 


he found out Cobb was approved by 
the New York mob, Cobb sald. 


As a result of Cobb's undercover : 


work and recorded conversations ob- 


tained by the FBI office here, Balis- | 


trieri and his attorney sons, Joseph 


and John, were convicted and sent to | 


prison on charges relating to extor- 
tion in the vending machine business, 


Cobb wasn’t the first undercover 
agent whom: Ruggiero had inadver- 


tently befriended. A member of the ; 


Bonanno mob in New York City, 


Ruggiero had previously made 


friends with agent, Joe Pistone, who | 


infiltrated the Bonanno family. Pis- 
tone introduced Ruggiero to Cobb, 
indicating Cobb could be trusted. 


“I told him (Ruggiero) I was open- 
ing a vending business in Milwaukee 
and he says, ‘Who's sponsoring 


you?’ " Cobb said. “I sald, ‘Nobody's | 
sponsoring me. He said, ‘You can't ' 


do that.’ He said, ‘Either they'll 
throw you out of there, or they'll kill 
you,’ » 
After checking with his New York 
bosses, Ruggiero was authorized to 


. help Cobb get permission from Balis- 


trieri to open a vending machine 
business in Milwaukee. The New

An introductlon to Balistrieri was

"were told to stay at a Milwaukee 
area hotel and wait for a phone call. 


After they waited about a week, a | 
meeting was held at Snug's, 1962 N. -

Cobb, who used the name Tony 
Conte in his undercover role, recalled 


. how the meeting opened: "After 


about a minute — it felt like half an 
hour — Lefty was told to Introduce 
bis friend (Cobb)." 


Balistrieri “was sitting directly 
across the table and we were about 
to shake hands, when Lefty says,

ly getting killed. 


“Louise, Lefty's wife, was a nice ' 


Italian girl, non-Mafia background 
whose family disowned her when 
she married Lefty," Cobb said. "But 
she was not sympathetic to the mob. 


*Mary Elena (Louise's friend) was 


raised with the mob. ... There were 
several members of her family that

‘John, you've got a nice kid there. | 
You ought to take care of him, watch :

Cobb said Fazio looked as if “he 
died.

When Cobb was fingerprinted for : 


. a vending machine license under the 
name of Tony Conte, he forgot that 
he had been fingerprinted years ago 
after applying for a job under his real 
name. 


Cobb was called into the police . 


department and a vice squad officer. 
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asked him to explain why there were | 
two sets of the same fingerprints — ; 
one for Tony Conte and the other for | 
Gail T. Cobb. | 


“Pm thinking, Pm going to blow : 
the whole thing now," Cobb said. “I | 
spent probably 20 minutes saying, ‘I | 
don't Know who Gall Cobb is, I don't | 
know what. you're trying to pull 
here, I don't know what's going on. : 
And he's not buying It.” 


Finally, Cobb asked to see Police 
Chief Harold A. Breier. Cobb ex- | 
plained the situation to Breier and 
Breler assured him that everything 
would remain coníidential, Cobb 
said. Breier put the two sets of fin- 
gerprints in a safe in his office. 


With his secret locked up, Cobb 
returned to his mobster job, which 
was sometimes highly unsettling. 


For example, Ruggiero once 
warned Cobb that Balistrieri might 
order Cobb to kill someone before he | 
would be accepted In the Milwaukee 
mob. 


“Don't you worry about it,” friend- 
ly oid Ruggiero sald. According to 
Cobb, Ruggiero said he would do the 
killing and give Cobb the credit. 


That's the world in which Cobb 
worked: Palmisano dead, Louls Fazio 
dead, Auggie Maniaci dead, and hls 
brother, Vincent, lucky to be alive. 


In 1977, two year after Auggie 
was murdered, an attempt was made 
on the ilfe of Vincent, whom Balis- 
trieri also didn't Itke. However, loose 
wiring prevented dynamite from ex- 
ploding In his car. 


When a cop asked Vincent if he 
knew who attached dynamite to his 
car, he shrugged. : 

“Kids,” he said.

BEHNKE said that he knew 
who the call was made to and the purpose of it but would not tell the 
agents at this time.  BEHNKE said that the reason FAZIO was killed was 
because he had been "shooting off his mouth to too many police officers 
on BALISTRIERI'S payroll."  BEHNKE said he had information that 
BALISTRIERI paid off a total of $60,000 each year to the Milwaukee 
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Police Department alone. BEHNKE would not elaborate on this infor- 
mation. 


BEHNKE said that he felt he was obligated to go to FAZIO'S funeral 
and would get other information which he would pass on to the agents. 
He agreed to contact the agents within the next couple of days.

A.D, KRUSCHE met with OCI-18 in SALLY'S STEAK HOUSE, located in the 
Kaiser Knickerbocker Hotel in Milwaukee, between 10:15 p.m. and 11:00 
p.m. on Monday, June 18, 1973. The SK-8 was used to transcribe the 
meeting on tape. Special Agent HARRY ENGELBART monitored the mecting 
and the tape is filed as OCÍ-18-1A-2. 


OCI-18 advised that STEVE.DiSALVO and AME SJ had been observed 
on several occasions in the past several weeks cruising the arca around 
SALLY'S STEAK HOUSE,  OCT-18 said that FRANK BALTSTRIERT continues to 
be very hostile toward SALLY because abe han been seen talkins with 
A.D, KRUSGHE on occasion while KRUSCHE has been cating da her restaurant, 
Neither FRANK BALISERIERE nor his son JOSEPH BALISTRIERT have been in 
SALLY'S STEAK MOUSE fox approximately six months,  OCI-18 said that 
FRANK BALISTRIERI is also very angry with JAMES JENNARO, the manager of 
SALLY'S STEAK HOUSE, because JENNARO did not attend his son JOHN 
BALISTRIERI'S party at the CENTRE STAGE theater several weeks ago, 
OCÍ-18 said that BALISTRIERI had a complete list of those in attendance 
and that the word has gone out to those Italians who did not attend 
that FRANK BALISTRIERT was not happy. 0CI-18 said that the party was 
held for several purposes: 1) to introduce JONN as a new attorney 

to any public officials or influential people who would attend the 
party; 2) to influence many of the local hoodlums who were in 
attendance that the BALISTRIERIs still have clout with prominent people 
in local government; 3) for the purpose of collecting money for 
JOUN.BALISTRIERI. OCI-18 said that all of the prominent Italians, 
including many hardcore organized crime figuras, were obligated to give 
anywhere from $50.00 on up as a tribute, in respect for FRANK BALESTRIERI 
the boss of the local L.C.N. group. 


OCI-18 advised that the strained relationship between BALISTRIERI and 
SALLY could very well lead to another gangland murder in the Milwaukee 
area, OCI-18 advised that SALLY has been advised on several occasions 
that until she is able to keep A.D, KRUSCITE out of her restaurant, 

she will be suspected of having given information and as acting as an 
informant. OCI-18 said that physical harm to SALLY has only been 
diverted as a result of her continued associations with FRANK BUCCIERI, 
brother of FIORE BUCCIERI, a prominent organized crime figure froR 7707 
Chicago. OCI-18 said that BUCCIERI still pays RITE visits ‘to 
SALLY at her residence in Wauwatosa and to chip eaten dodge for the 
purpose of keeping the local mob off her neck. 
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OGT«18. confirmed the Paet that FRANK BALTSTRTERT Ps without a doubt 
(he head of the Mafia to Midwaukea. He said that BALISTRIERI Cook 
over in about 1962 trom his Catheretne few JOUN ALLOTO. He said that 
JONN ALIOTO was not too happy with BALASTRIERT taking over because 
JOUN actually wanted his younger son, J EM to take over control 
. o£ the Milwaukee area mob. | OCE-18 said that FRANK BALES'TRIERE was 
able to get enough support through Milwaukee PUTL.ALDISBIS LOLOL Chicago 
so that he received the vote to take over rather than JB WENN. OC1-18 
said that this is one of the main reasons why the old man JOHN ALIOTO 
never really liked FRANK BALISTRIERL.  OCI-18 said that JM AR 
died at a young age, shortly after BALISTRIERI was picked to take over 
the local L,C.N. group in the early 1960's. 


OCI-18 advised that Y SE £:eely brags and discusses his 
involvement in the murders of ANTHONY BIERNAT, the Kenosha jukebox 
operator, JACK ENEA, and ISADORE POGROB when he is with other L,.C.N. 
members. 


OCI-18 said there is no doubt whatsoever that STEVE DiSALVO is right 
under FRANK BALISTRIERI when it comes to the line of command in the 
local L.C.N. group. OCI-18 confirmed the fact that JOSEPH CAMINT'TI 
is also in the upper echelon of the local group, that CAMINITI is clean 
on the surface and meets only on rare occasions with FRANK BALISTRIERI. 
JOSEPH CAMINITI is supposediy the big connection with the Teamsters 
Union and the obtaining of loans through the Teamsters Pension Fund, 
OCI-18 further advised that SALLY PAPIA has made statements that if 
FRANK BALISTRIERI were to hurt her, "all hell would break loose from 
the BUCCIERI gang in Chicago." OCI-18 said that FRANK BUCCIERI has 

no business interests in the Milwaukee area and that his only interest 
here is SALLY PAPIA. OCI-18 said that FRANK BUCCIERI is still trying 
to get SALLY to marry him but that she does not want to do so.  OCI-18 
said that SALLY realizes that FRANK BUCCIERI is important to her safety 
and she does not want to drop him at this time. 





OCI-18 also advised that after A.D. KRUSCHE approached SALLY about a 
month ago and advised her that her cook, KURT AMIDZICH, had dropped

OCI-18 said that there is no doubt whatsoever 
that BALISTRIERI is very upset with SALLY for her constant disrespect 
for him and for the fact that she has been able to get -——m EH 
and JIMMY JENNARO over to her side and that they are both also not 
recognizing FRANK BALISTRIERI for his position as the boss. He said 
that both JIMMY JENNARO and RA M have been requested to come 
back to work for BALISTRIERI but that they have turned him down.

In addition to the information provided by Director Chayka, I have 
personal knowledge of the fact that various Milvaukee area organ- 
ized crime figures have on occasion visited the Woods View Inn, 

in Milwaukee, and participated in high stake floating-type card 
games. We have no definite information connecting Mr. Polchert or 
other individuals listed for this corporation with organized crime 
in Milwaukee. It appears that Polchert is a gambler of some sort, 
and you may want to keep this operation under surveillance in the 
future for this type of illegal activity. 


We would be interested in knowing if any of our Milwaukee area 
gamblers begin to frequent this business establishment in your area. 


Please be assured of our desire to cooperate in all matters of 
mutual concern and/or interest.

On May 2, 1975, Director HERBERT L. KRUSCHE telephonically received information 
from Milwaukee County Circuit Court Judge JOHN L. COFFEY, who heard on 

May 1, 1975, from a source that on May 3, 1975, at the CENTRE STAGE DINNER 
PLAYHOUSE, 624 North 2nd Street, Milwaukee, FRANK P. BALISTRIERI reportedly 
would be entertaining some high public officials.

On October 14, 1976, Special Agent R. WAYNE SAUBERT with the 
U.S, Internal Revenue Service contacted Special Agent ENGELBART 
in regard to intelligence pertaining to FRANK P. BALISTRIERI. 


Special Agent ENGELBART advised Mr. SAUBERT that a brief in- 
telligence report regarding the BALISTRIERI family's current 
activities had been recently put together.  SAUBERT reviewed 

a copy of that report dated August 26, 1976. SAUBERT asked if 
he could have copies of the portions of that report that per- 
tained to a review of civil litigation pending against the 
BALISTRIERIS in Milwaukee County and the information pertaining 
to employees at the SHORECREST HOTEL and CENTRE STAGE DINNER 
PLAYHOUSE. 


Special Agent ENGELBART stated that problems could result with 
DCI reports being put in the files of IRS and later being de- 
manded under the Freedom of Information Act. SAUBERT stated 
that he would use the portions of Special Agent ENGELBART'S 
report only as notes. 


Special Agent ENGELBART contacted Director NELSON and advised him 
of SAUBERT'S request and Director NELSON approved providing copies 
of portions of that report which did not have DCI identifying data 
on it.

On September 1, 1975, Director Herbert Krusche administratively 
closed the Organized Crime Bureau intelligence file pertaining 

to Frank Balistrieri. This was due to the realignment of bureau 
responsibilities and the transfer of organized crime intelligence 
functions to the General Investigations Bureau. 


The policy of the General Investigations Bureau as it pertains 
to organized crime intelligence will be to work only a very 
limited number of intelligence cases, and then on a very 
selective basis for a specific period of time. The primary 
focus of the new intelligence function will be to uncover 
grounds for a tactical case to be opened upon completion of 
the intelligence investigation. However, in some cases such 
as this, intelligence will be updated periodically because of 
the stature of the individual in organized crime circles. 


Frank Balistrieri has been nationally identified as the head of 
organized crime in the Milwaukee area and therefore has become a 
subject of interest to law enforcement agencies throughout the 
country. 


Constant inquiries are made to this Division by other law enforce- 
ment agencies regarding the associates, business activities, and 
possible out-of-state connections involving Frank Balistrieri. 


Balistrieri is known to be involved in nightclub operations in 
Milwaukee, has influence in Teamster pension fund loans, and is 
suspected to receive a cut from most illegal transactions in the 
Milwaukee area. 


Therefore, I am requesting that the intelligence file, OC-1, sub- 
ject - Frank Balistrieri, be reopened for a period of 60 days to 
update information as to his activities. This file will be placed 
on an inactive status at the end of the time period requested.

On May 5, 1976, San Diego Police Department Detectives ROBERT PICKLES

There were three people in the 
party and they were assigned adjoining rooms, Rooms 911 and 915. The 
detectives also determined that there were no local calls made from those 
rooms; however, two long distance calls were reportediy made to the 
CIRCUS CIRCUS HOTEL at Las Vegas, Nevada. 


The detectives further informed Special Agent ENGELBART that two of the 
persons that were in the party had left earlier in the morning on 

May 3, 1976. Those two unknown subjects were traced to the WESTERN AIR-

WIFE: ANTONINA B. BALISTRIERI is carried on the payroll of the 
SHORECREST HOTEL. In 1975, the tax records showed that she 
was paid $11,847.00. It is not known what her job category 
is, but she apparently assumes a manager's position. She 
purportedly does appear at the SHORECREST HOTEL on most 
mornings. 


SON: JOSEPH P. BALISTRIERI is an established Attorney and has been 
appointed as a Court Commissioner for Milwaukee County Circuit 
Court Judge HUGH O'CONNELL. 


JOSEPH BALISTRIERI is an apparent conduit for Teamster Fund money. 
However, the actual influence affecting loans is suspected to 
emanate from FRANK BALISTRIERI with JOSEPH as the visible figure. 


Several examples known to exist involve a HOWARD MEISTER-- 
CONTINENTAL BANK loan in 1968 which was set up with Teamster 
money to support a loan involving the purchase of the KING'S 

IV TAVERN by BALISTRIERI. Another case involves JOSEPH 
BALISTRIERI'S law suit against ANDREW LACOCO'S estate in 
California for $250,000.00 as BALISTRIERI'S share in setting up 
a 2 1/2 million loan to LACOCO by the Teamsters. A third 
example is the LEO ROETHE case which involved JOSEPH BALISTRIERI 
receiving a check for $50,000.00 as a commission. These 
examples had been documented in previous D.C.I. reports.

FEDERAL AGENCY INFORMATION 


On July 22, 1976, Special Agent HAROLD S. ENGELBART contacted F.B.I. Special 
Agents JACK HUNT and GARY MAGNUSON with the Organized Crime Unit in the Milwaukee 
F.B.I. Office. The F.B.I. has had a surveillance team conducting surveillances 
of various organized crime figures in the Milwaukee area for the past several 
months. Special Agent ENGELBART inquired of the F.B.I. as to any intelligence 
information that they may have pertaining to FRANK P. BALISTRIERI'S current 
activities. 


Special Agent MAGNUSON advised that FRANK BALISTRIERI has been showing little 
activity since May of 1976. He has been staying around his residence or out 
of town most of the time. Special Agent MAGNUSON said that BALISTRIERI may 
be remodeling his residence. 


Special Agent MAGNUSON stated that the only apparent legitimate operations 
being conducted by BALISTRIERI at this time would involve the CENTER STAGE 
THEATER which has reinstituted booking big name theater acts for the dinner 
shows. In addition, SHORECREST HOTEL has been in operation ] 

has not started the tavern business which was licensed to A 


The F.B.I. did not have any information about other than that he was 
a former student and had now applied for the liquor license at the SHORECREST 
HOTEL. 


Special Agent MAGNUSON stated that they had not been conducting any thorough 
surviellance of FRANK BALISTRIERI, but had occasionally surveilled activities at 
the SHORECREST HOTEL. There is apparent extensive remodeling going on in the 
portion of the hotel which had been formerly licensed under the trade name of 
COSTA'S WHITE MANOR. This would appear to be in preparation for the liquor 
license operation under C'S operation. 


Special Agent MAGNUSON stated that during their surveillance at the SHORECREST, 
they have come up with information about possible contractors doing work there.

On July 23, 1976, Special Agent ENGELBART contacted Federal I.R.S. Special 
Agent WAYNE SAUBERT and inquired about any case or intelligence his agency 
had in reference to FRANK BALISTRIERI. Special Agent SAUBERT said he was 
responsible for any FRANK BALISTRIERI investigations by the I.R.S. but he has 
not activated anything as of this date. He is considering up-dating an 
investigation for FRANK BALISTRIERI in the near future.

This report is strictly an intelligence file which should give 

the reader some idea of what BALISTRIERI is doing today. However, 
D.C.1, surveillance to determine current activities and associates 
was not performed during this reporting period. A somewhat 
extended period of surveillance would normally be essential in 
making an intelligence case more comprehensive. Due to manpower 
and case priorities and the limited time in completing this report, 
surveillance activity was not practicable. 


The F.B.I. has brought in a four-man team from another area to 
conduct surveillances of organized crime figures in the Milwaukee 
vicinity. Their information as it pertains to FRANK BALISTRIERI 

will be solicited periodically and added to the OC-1 file. The 
F.B.I, still considers FRANK BALISTRIERI to have active participation 
in organized crime circles. A copy of a Chicago organized crime 
chart, dated June 1975, which was obtained from the F.B.I. shows 
FRANK BALISTRIERI as "Area Boss - Milwaukee, Wisconsin." The chart 
is attached to this administrative page because it is not to be 
reviewed by anyone outside of D.C.I. 


Intelligence for tactical purposes against FRANK BALISTRIERI is 
obviously lacking in this report. Although that type of intelligence 
was not actively sought, it is very probable that it cannot be 
obtained for any State case. 


The only apparent possibility of evidence of a State violation would 
be the indication that is commonly made that FRANK BALISTRIERI is 
operating the CENTRE STAGE THEATER under a license issued to PETER 
BALISTRIERI. However, this type of a case has been made by the 
Federal and State government in the past against the BALISTRIERIS 
without any substantial effect.

*He never once comes across with 
& nickel, not even a pretzel," his son, 
Joseph P., complained while being 
recorded in 1980.

Ballstrieri's wife, Antonina, was re- 
corded as saying: 

“Pm a little upset that he had all 
that....

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Mike Farina, 1946 — Farina was 
killed by Louis Fazio, ‘a local hood-

John DiTrapani, 1954 — DITra- 
pànl, 40, was found dead in his bul- 
let-riddled car near 425 N. Van Buren 
St. by two cruising patrol officers. 
He had been shot six times with a 
45-caliber pistol, Reports at the tlme 
indicated that the local leadership of 
the Mafia had been switching from 
an older to a younger group, and that 
DiTrapani may have been connected 
with the younger group.

. was abducted from his car by three,

Hls body was 
found buried in a shallow grave In 
the basement of an unoccupled house 
on the grounds of the former Bong 
Air Force Base. 


Louis Fazio, 1972 — Fazio, who 
served almost a dozen years in prison 
for the murder of Mike- Farina in 
1946, was shot to death outside his

iacl, a small-time hoodlum, was shot

“1 don't know why you're so anx- 
ious for blood," Alioto said. 


Earlier in the meeting, speaking in 
Sicilian and English, Balistrierl said, 
“Let's talk about our soldiers. What a 
bunch of garbage that we've got. We 
really have a bunch of garbage. We 
have as good a family now as any- 
where in the United States, but wê 
still got garbage.” . 


Referring to Maniaci and John 
Aiello, Balistrieri said, “At first, we 


“1 'amazzari," Balistrieri said in Si- 
cilian, meaning, “I got to kill them." 


The meeting was in 1964, when 
once again Balistrieri was upset with 
August J. Maniaci, a small-time busi- 
nessman, pizza cook and sometime 
associate of Balistrieri. 


Ballstrieri's threats against Mania- 
ci — which apparently were nothing 
new — were made at a meeting that 
included some of the top advisers in 
Balistrleri's organized crime family.

Referring to Maniaci and Aiello, 
Balistrieri said, “We fight one way to 
keep our prestige, then these two 
come along to tear it down. So you 
a we've got to maintain the fami- 
y. 

Balistrieri apparently spoke Sicil- 
ien as a sign of respect to the older 
men at the meeting, although he 
sounded more comfortable speaking 
English. Alioto was referred to sever- 
al times as zzu Vanni, or Uncle John, 
another sign of respect. 

However, there weren't many 
signs of respect near the end of the 
meeting, when Balistrieri and Alioto, 
who reportedly often did not get 
along, shouted at each other. 


During the argument, Alioto 
sounded emotional as he pleaded 
with Balistrieri in Sicilian and Balis- 
trieri replied in English. 


The recording did not reveal who 
Balistrieri was talking about when he 
said, “I’m going to give him a last 
warning.” 


“Frank, listen to me, if you respect 
me, forget about it,” Alioto said.

I am charged with one count 
that I can get 15 years and there's 
seven of them. They can throw away 
the key if they want.” 


Apparently referring to another 
person involved In the fraud scheme, 
Maniaci said, “You know what I told 
him? ... To keep you ail out I'll take 
the rap for everybody. And you get 
out and you support my family, take 
care of them.” 


Maniac! once operated an East 
Side tavern with his brother, Vin- 
cent. Their father, Nunzio (Pop) 
Maniaci, was a widely known restau- 
rant owner and leader in the Itallan- 
American community. 

Manlaci's explanation of his prob- 
lems apparently didn't satisfy Balls- 
trieri, . 

After Maniaci left the meeting, 
Balistrieri said, “P teli. you some- 
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thing, I am very, very disgusted.” 


Balistrieri said Maniaci had told 
him Maniaci was afraid of the FBI.

Balistrieri then asked his consig- 
liere (top adviser), whom he didn't 
name, to look into the matter involv- 
ing Maniaci and Alello and, report 
back. :

The reference apparently was to 
Kenosha, where Balistrieri had 
strong ties. 


Twenty-seven years ago, . in-a 
memo to the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, an FBI agent wrote: 


“Balistrierl sent three of his boys 
around Kenosha to take over all the 
‘gambling activities there. ... They 
succeeded in taking over all ‘of the 

` Kenosha gambling ventures and left 
only one man with 10% of the busi- 
ness. . 


“Originally this gambling business 
' consisted of operating horse book 
| and crap games.” 


The Ballstrierl group “had a race 


wire line coming into Kenosha from . 


Waukegan, lil," the memo stated. 
“This line was supposedly backed by: 
... (a man) representing the Chicago 
syndicate and... a Waukegan hood- 
ium, 


A Kenosha man allegedly handled 
police protection for the gambling 
operation, the memo stated. 


“A source in Milwaukee advised 
that he had recently had an opportu- 
nity to observe the gambling opera- 
tion in Kenosha, and that ... (the 
Kenosha man) is actually operating 
the Kenosha gambling on behaif of 
Frank Balistrieri, who controls it; 
that this gambling is taking place 
next door to (a) restaurant." 


The owner of the restaurant was 


-| recelving a portion of the take from 


the crap game in exchange for the 


' use of his place, the memo stated, 


“This same source went on to state 
that although ... (the Kenosha man) 
actually supervises the dice game, 
Steve DiSalvo or Buster Balestrere 
usually drop in from Milwaukee to 
make certain that everything is going 
right." 


In those days, Balistrieri also was 
concerned about vending machines, 
and his concerns sometimes upset 
him, Judging from tape recordings of 
some meetings. 


Balistrier! did not like it that a 
tavern run by Santo Marino had 
vending machines owned by Robert 
Puccio. 


Balistrlerl asked members of his 
crime family if Marino was family 
material. Answering his own ques- 
tion, Balistrieri said, “No, because he 
lied to me.” 


Mentioning Puccio, Balistrieri said, 
“He's OK. If I talk to Bob Puccio, Bob 
Puccio will listen to me. 


“E iddu sa passa troppu buonu pl 
muoriri,” Balistrieri said in Sicilian, 
meaning “he's doing too well for 
himself to die.” 


“Bob respects me. Bob listens to 
me,” Balistriert sald, with a strong 
indication that Puccio would be hurt 
if he didn’t. 


Later, referring to the bar owner, 
Baltstrierl sald, “I don't think Santo 
(Marino) has the ability to be a sol- 
dier, And for me, it would be a sin to 
kill a friend of ours.

Regarding other vending machine 
activity, a memo by an officlal of the 
Internal Revenue Service said that 
Sam Cooper, who worked for a local 


vending company, sold more than 


$20,000 worth of equipment to Balis- 
trieri around 1964, 


Cooper was a brother-in-law to 


“the stain Herman Paster, who for-: 


merly operated Paster Distributing 
Co., which was managed by Sam 
Cooper,” the memo said. E 


Paster, 57, who often visited Mil- 


waukee, was shot to death in Octo- 


ber 1980 at his home in St. Paul, 
Minn. 

"The shooting resulting in the 
death of Paster was done shortly 
after his return by plane from Mil- 
waukee," police records said. "It was 
done as Paster sat In the den In the 
rear of his home from outside the 
back of the house, apparently by. a 
.38-caliber revolver in the gangland 
manner.” : 


In 1978, Balistrieri cautioned an 
undercover FBI agent that Cooper, 


who still sold vending machines in, 


the Milwaukee area, had “no right” 
to offer any vending routes “to any- 
body without giving us the opportu- 
nity to buy it.” . 

Paster “tried to expand and got too

` CAs FBI agents secretly watched 


and listened to Frank P. Balistrieri 


practice his profession, his path 


_ through the underworld brought him 
in contact with a Runyonesque roster 


of criminals and characters. 


. It was no surprise to overhear him 
cutting deals with mobsters like Mil- 
waukee Phil, who was said to have 
murdered at least 10 people.. 


And It was not unexpected to learn 
that his cronies included people like 
Dog, a devout. gambler who was the 





resident physician for Milwaukee’s 
mob. 


But it was a shock when FBI 
agents discovered that Balistrieri's 
dinner guests included an Internal. 


Revenue Service supervisor who ap- 
parently had forgotten which side he 
worked for. |. 

In the'1960s, Balistrleri, who was 
under investigation by the IRS, 
picked up restaurant tabs for the 
supervisor and his family and 
pumped him for Information. 

Confidential IRS reports on Balis- 
trieri were turned over to this super- 
visor who had regular social meet- 
ings with Balistrierl, records show. 


*The FBI called me one Saturday 
at my home," a former IRS agent 
recalled in a recent interview. “He 
said, ‘I'd really like to have you go on 
surveillance with us. We think 
you've got a bad apple in the barrel,”

The man seen meeting with Balis- 
trleri was a supervisor in the IRS 
audit division, the FBI agent said. 

_ “Every two weeks we had to re- 
port to the audit division, and I ob- 
jected to it strenuously,” the former 


“TRS agent said. "I didn't want the 


information out as to anything we 
were doing or finding. I was burned 
up. 

The IRS supervisor admitted meet- 
ing with Balistrierl, but denied pass- 
ing on any information of value to 
him, records showed. After he was 
questioned about his meetings, he 
resigned. 

In an affidavit, the supervisor said: 


"Balistrieri told me that he was. 
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being investigated by the Internal 
Revenue Service. He asked me what 
he shouid do and wanted to know 





what was going on in the case. 


“About a month later Balistrierl 
called me on the telephone and invit- 
ed me to bring my wife to Gallagh- 
er's (à Balistrieri nightclub) to see the 
show.

and what Internal Revenue was do- 
ing. He picked up the dinner check 
on this occasion.” 

At a second meeting at Gallagh- 
er's, Balistrieri paid for dinner for the 
IRS supervisor and the supervisor's 
wife and daughter, the man said. 


"During this evening, while my 
wife and daughter were away from 
the table, Balistrieri asked me what 
was going on and I told him that (one 
of the IRS agents on the case) had 
been going to the banks.” 

Later, Balistrieri invíted him to 
another meeting and this time the 
IRS man brought his wife, daughter 
and a friend. He told Balistrierl if he 
found something out about his case, 
he'd cali him. He claimed that was 
the last contact he had with Balis- 
trieri, 

Several years later, after a long 
investigation, Balistrieri was sen- 
tenced to federal prison for a year 
and a day on income tax charges. He 
served slightly more than nine 
months. : 

In the 1960s, while visiting Chica- 
go, Balistrieri was recorded in feloni- 
ous conversation with Felix Alderi- 
sio, former Milwaukeean and former 
prizefighter who was then employed 
as the top enforcer for the mob in 
Chicago. 

Sgt. Carl Menconi, of the Chicago 
Police Department, knew Alderisio. 
Menconi recently described him as 
gentlemanly. That was the good part. 

Menconi added this: "His eyes 
looked through you. Ice. They would 
make you shiver.” 

On a cold day in January 1965, 
Alderisio and Balistrieri discussed 
what to do with a load of hijacked 
furs, 

Alderisio: “Is the guy ready to do 
business?” 

Balistrieri: “Yeah, I told him.” 

Alderisio (interrupting): “PIL take 
the load over to him. 

Balistrieri: “For a big bill he says.” 

Alderisio: “They want to know. 
The guy has to come and look. He’s 
gotta know if they’re male or female 
(skins).” 

Their conversation ended abruptly 
when the phone rang, and Balistrieri 
left Alderisio’s office in Chicago, ac- 
cording to federal records. 


When Alderisio, 59, died in prison 
in 1971, federal officials estimated 


that he had murdered 10 people and 


directed a team of killers who were 
responsible for many more murders. 


As Balistrieri's importance in the 
mob became clear, the FBI began 
tape recording as much of his life as 
they could reach with their "bugs." 


One of Balistrieri's regular haunts 
was then a Milwaukee restaurant, 
which federal surveillance logs re- 
ferred to as a stop for "the strong 
arm group for La Cosa Nostra Mil- 
waukee." Other visitors included 
people named Bananas Joe, Spaghetti 
Red and Doc. 

When Doc wasn't giving free med- 
ical advice to hoodlums In the restau- 
rant, Doc's favorite spot was a phone 
booth there where he'd call in bets of 
hundreds of dollars. The physician 
died years ago. 

Two men in the restaurant were 
recorded seriously discussing wheth- 
er furs or jewels would bring the 
best return when they “knocked off” 
several places. 

On another day, the owner of the 
restaurant was talking by phone to a 


person the transcripts don't identify: - 


“Was you out to see Frank? You 
meet my compadre Frank Balistrieri? 
Well what did he say? Did he ask 
about me? [ was wondering if he 
asked about me. How is he, ali right? 
We ain't doing nothing here. No. No. 
Frank's mad at me too. You talk to 
him? No, I mean lately. - 

“Was he good tq you? Had a tong 
talk with him, uh? Who did they kill? 
(An Italian name was mentioned, but 
the noise was too loud to identify the 
individual.) Ya. I know about that.” 


The owner was one of the last 
men to see Jack Enea alive, federal 
officials said. Enea's bullet-riddied 
body was found Nov. 9, 1955, in a 
ditch in Waukesha County. He was 
49. 

During his spotlighted career, Bal- 
istrieri often had people front tavern 
licenses for him, according to inter- 
views and records. 


In 1964, a retired man, Edwin C. 
Meissner, told IRS agents that he 
agreed to have his name on a liquor 
license for Balistrieri because Balls- 
trieri had gone to high school with 
his children. 


“I was supposed to be secretary or 


something like that there," Meissner 


told officials. “I signed all the checks, 
you know what I mean. They come 


in, the head bartender would bring 
them there, 1 would sign the checks 
for rent, beer, whisky, that there. 
They are all made out. I signed them. 


"I never had a penny in the business. I 


never put up a penny... 


“With them fellows (Balistrieri's 
associates), there was no meeting. It 
was like sitting around, like this 
bunch of gentlemen sitting over 
there, everybody talking. When 
something seemed to be serious they 
talked in Italian. I couldn’t under- 
stand it.” — 


Meissner said that he'd had Balis- 
trieri's jukeboxes and pinball ma- 
chines when he previously owned a 


` bar. 


Thirty years ago, Police Chief 
Howard O. Johnson alleged that Bal- 
istrieri owned five taverns “in whole 
or in part” and used dummy corpora- 
tions in which relatives were listed 
as officers. 


Over the years, Balistrieri, who 
had former tavern owners and rela- 
tives front for him, expanded his 
operations to include business con- 
tacts from Florida to California, fed- 
eral officials said. 


An FBI memo, dated Aug. 28, 
1978, detailed some of these relation- 
ships and was based on a meeting 
attended by two undercover FBI 
agents: 


“Also present at this meeting were 
Balistrieri's two sons, Joseph and 
John Balistrieri, Milwaukee L.C.N. 
(La Cosa Nostra) Capo Steve DiSalvo, 
Joe Dennis (believed to be identical 
to Joseph Dentice) brother-in-law of 
Frank Balistrieri," and a wealthy Cal- 
ifornia businessman. 


“Conversations between Frank 
Balistrieri and (the businessman) in- 
dicated Balistrieri was very well ac- 
quainted with and close to (former) 
Mayor Alioto of San Francisco." 


The conversations also "indicated 
over the years (the businessman) has 
owned restaurants in (California), 
three of which he has had burned. He | 
made large amounts of money on all | 
of these fires and, in particular, the 
last one he made in excess of 
$250,000. (The businessman) current- 
ly has a restaurant and / or a large 
financial interest ... in San Francis- 
co. In' addition, he owns several 
banks in California and has business 
interests in a large shopping mali in 
(Hawail). 


“From the conversations it was 
obvious he was extremely wealthy 


“Balistrieri indicated that he was 
extremely upset with... the individ- 
ual who controls all vending machine 
operations in McHenry County, Illi- 
nois. (It is believed Balistrieri was 


referring to Joseph Amato, a Chicago" 


LCN member.) 


“Balistrieri stated (this man) 
worked with the Chícago outfit, was 
making a lot of money and taking 
care of them, but was not paying the 
proper amounts to Balistrieri. 


“from the conversation it ap- 
peared that, although (the man) 
worked with the Chicago people, he 
answered to Balistrieri . . .. 


“Balistrieri discussed the fact that. 


Jimmy Fazio owns 25% of the Gault 
Ocean Mile hotel in Fort Lauderdale. 
Balistrieri was promised 2596 of this 
hotel and this promise had not been 


fulfilled. Balistrieri is extremely. up- 
set over this situation,” 


He also was upset over a measly 
$40,000 he received from a mobster 
in Fort Lauderdale. 

According to the memo: 


"Frank Balistrieri indicated he was 
having a problem with a 'wiseguy” in 
Fort Lauderdale, Fla., regardin 
vending machines. This individual is 
a member of the Gambino ‘family’ of 
LCN out of New York. Recently this 
individual met with Balistrieri and 
offered $40,000 in, cash for some 
unexplained reason.” : 


An angry Balistrieri said he would. 
accept only $250,000, the memo stat: 
ed. SR 

Balistrierl became so upset over 
the paltry offering that he messed up 
the place, tossing $40,000 onto the 
floor as if it were a wad of old green 
paper.

One of the people Frank P. Balis- 


trierl reportedly yearned to kill was .| 


restaurant operator Sally Papia. 


. “He hated her,” said Gail T. Cobb, 
an undercover FBI agent who infil- 
trated Balistrieri's organization. 


Balistrieri, who headed organized 
crime here, threatened to kill Papia 
in the early 1970s, Cobb said. 


And in 1980, Ballstrieri angrily 
denounced Papia and two of her em- 
ployes during conversations that 
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were secretly taped by the FBI. Balis- 
trieri threatened to have the two men . . 
dumped on her doorstep. 


""Every time somebody wants to be 





tough, they're not around anymore," 
. Balistrieri sald. 


Papia, the operator of the popular 
Sally's Steak House, 1028 E. Juneau 
Ave, is known for her association 
with pubile figures, lawyers, union 
leaders and gangsters. 


Apparently, it was her connections 
with underworld figures in Chicago 


` that shielded her from Balistrieri's 


wrath. 
Papia had no comment when told 


.about the contents of this story. 


* According to federal officials, Pa- 
pia bothered Balistrieri in a number 


of ways: 


_ @She was a successful woman in a 
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business in which he had never been 
successful. 
eBalistrieri was concerned that 


under pressure she might talk to . 


government agents. 


eHe dídn't know ahead of time. 
that an attempt would be made to - 


torch a restaurant as a result of a 
dispute she had. 


Cobb said Balistrieri’s hatred of 
Papia apparentiy originated or was 
heightened while he was serving a 
prison sentence for income tax eva- 


. sion in 1971 and '72. 


"When he was in prison, Chicago 
sent up a guy to look after things 
while he was gone. There were some 
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dealings, I don't know all what they 
were, but there were some dealings 
she pulled, and this other guy pulled, 
and he (Balistrieri) wasn't told about. 


“Frank felt she should have been 
looking out for his interests. Frank ' 
wanted to kill her. Frank wanted a 
contract on her, and Chicago 
wouldn't let him. That was after he 
came out of Sandstone (federal pris- 
on)." t t . . e 4 

‘Frank Buccieri, a Chicago hood- 
lum, was frequently in Milwaukee 
during the time Balistrieri was in 
prison. :

She and Buccieri were going to be 
married, but the wedding was called 
off. f 


Now in his late 60s, Buccieri is a ` 


roguish looking, tough man who also 
can be very likable. 


A Chicago source said that he once. 


saw Buccleri pay a restaurant bill for 
a man Buccieri didn't know when the 
embarrassed gentleman found he 
didn't have enough money with him. 


“Hey, I’ve been there, I under- 
stand,” Buccierl said. 


Another time, the source said, he 
saw Buccieri use his fist to launch a 
man 20 years younger than he was. 
The man landed across the room. * 


Buccieri’s brother, Fifi, a widely 
known Chicago loan shark, was re- 
corded laughing about a'man being 
hanged on-a hook. That macabre 
discussion was quoted in the intro- 
duction to “The Exorcist,” and set the 
tone for the horror that followed in 
the widely known best seller. 


Balistrieri did not like the fact that 
Papia got involved with Frank Bucci- 
eri, Cobb sald. 


Cobb added, “He (Balistrieri) 
would sneer and comment about her 
in the same tone he used when refer- 
ring to the FBI. 


“On two of three occasions when 
her name was brought up, he was 
‘very sarcastic in his appraisal of her. 
‘He forbid one of his girlfriends to go 
into her restaurant. He didn’t want 
his friends patronizing her (Sally).” 


Another source of friction be- 
tween Balistrierl and Papia was a 
1974 arson at the Northbrook Inn, 
then a restaurant at 9601 N. 124th St. 
A former employe of Papia's was a 
partner in the Northbrook operation. 


The fire in December 1974 was 
started without Balistrieri’s knowl- 
edge, and he was furious that no one 
had told him in advance. 


Joseph V. Basile, one of three men 
convicted in the arson plot, gave this 
account of Balistrieri’s reaction-dur- 
ing a taped conversation: 


“The old man’s hysterical. Abso- 
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lutely hysterical, ... Frankie Bal 
scooped me up with a pistol. He says, 
‘Why did you burn the joint down 
without telling me?” . 

Referring to Papia and the fire, 
Basile said, “She ain’t got the clout to 
be doing this. It probably came 
through the back door. with -some 
friends of hers in Chicago, and it 
turns out her friends are calling 
Frank's and giving the ... details, 
and he don't like it. = 


“He’s more concerned if people are 
trying to go around him.” ' 


. Basile also said, “Now, they 
scooped me up with pistols. He (Bal- 
istrieri) says, ‘I've gotta talk to you.’ 
He says, ‘I don’t want to hear no 
(obscenity).' 


“I was afraid to tell ’em.... I said, 
"Well, I'm sorry 1 didn't tell you.’ 


"Every ... time I turn around I'm 
in the back seat of a car. I can't... 
believe it,” Basile added. - 


The fire at the Northbrook caused 
$7,000 damage. 


It stemmed from a dispute be- 
tween Papia and Kurt B. Amidzich, a 
former chef at Papia's restaurant. 
Amidzich owed Papia money, left his 
job with her and went into the 
Northbrook partnership. 


An intensive investigation resulted 
in Papia being found guilty of extor- 
tion for threatening Amidzich. 


Three of her associates — Basile, 
Maximillion J. Adonnis and Russell 
Enea — were found guilty of con- 
spiracy to commit extortion. 


Jacob J. Schlecter testified that he 
set fire to the Northbrook on orders 
from Basile, He also testified that 
Adonnis ordered him to take Amid- 
zich to a garage where Adonnis and 
Enea could beat him. Schlecter was 


told by Enea to break Amidzich's . 


wrists so he could never cook again, 


: Schlecter said. 


However, police broke up the plot. 


Balistrieri's anger with Papia sur- 
faced again in January 1980, after 
Papia was interviewed for a profile 
published in The Milwaukee Sentinel. 


In a conversation taped after the 
article appeared, Balistrieri ex- 
pressed anger with Papia and two 
men who worked for her. 


Mentioning Jim Jennaro and Frank 


Trovato, whom Papia referred to as 
her bodyguards in the article, Balis- 
trieri said, “I'll have to show ‘em, you 
know, who is the tough guy. 


. A *[ told her I'd go out and drop both 
. pimps, the pimp and the bodyguard 
right on the doorstep. The only rea- 


son | told her that, Pm not gonna do 
it right now." 


In the 1970s, Jennaro was convict- 
ed of soliciting a prostitute, a charge 
that reportedly embarrassed him. He 
once worked for Balistrierl, but has 
managed Papia's restaurant since 
1972. He is regarded as a likable man 
who is extremely loyal to Papia. 


"He dóesn't show me enough re- 
spect,” Balistrleri complained. 

Referring to the nine months and 
nine days he spent in prison on tax 
evasion charges in 1971-72, Balis- 


trieri said, “While I was in jail, Jim ` 
Jennaro screwed up, was cabareting, ` 


he was entertaining, drinking my 
whisky ... with his girlfriends ... 
chicken friends that he had over 
there and wheeling and dealing. ,.. 
Everybody thinks Jimmy's with me. 
... He failed me, see?” 

Jennaro had operated the Ad Lib, 
one of Balistrieri's downtown night 
clubs, from 1965 to 1972. The club 
booked well-known entertainers, 
then became a strip joint and in the 
early 1970s booked female imperson- 
ator dancers. 


Ia June. 1972, Jennaro became 
manager of Sally's Steak House. 


“I gave him (Jennaro) the job," 
Balistrieri said in the 1980 recording, 
an apparent reference to Jennaro be- 


trierí suggested that Papia had want- 
ed to join with him in an unspecified 
enterprise and that she had made 
some promíses to an unidentified par- 
ty. ' 


“See, they either expect something 


from her, has promised something, 
Not that she would deliver, but with 
her big mouth, she'd implicate us.” 


Ballstrieri apparently was still 


concerned about her, despite the fact 
that she had demonstrated a certain 
degree of toughness over the years.

-culties of crime boss Joseph Bonanno 


were on front pages of newspapers 


across the country. 


: Bonanno, known as Joe Bananas, 


“was a rugged-looking, handsome 


New Yorker who picked up his sun- 
tans in Arizona and had an empire 
that reportedly had interests on sev- 
eral continents. 


The government was after Bonan- 
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no, and so were other mobsters. Bon- 
anno was reported kidnaped and 
murdered, but he showed up mysteri- 
ously after being gone for 18 months. 


He came to Milwaukee in 1964 to 
talk to Balistrieri about a dispute 
between members of the two faml- 
lies during the turmoil before his 
disappearance. 


But prior to that meeting, Balis- 
trierl, head of organized crime here, 


(tt) 


met with a man identified as Pete, a 


. soldier in the Bonanno family. 


Balistrieri was upset with a rela- 
tive of Pete, a member of the Bonan- 
no family who had been causing Bal- 
istrieri problems, .The dispute had 
gone on for nearly two years, which 
Balistrierl felt was disrespectful . to 
him. - 


' The. FBI secretly taped the meet- 
ing. The dispute was the first matter 
of business: ` 


Balistrieri: “First, we'll take up 
Mr. Bonanno's matter, Last time we 
were here, I was called to Chicago 
and told to do Something with Mr. 


Bonanno. 


“Well, I'm both disturbed sid dis- 
appointed. ... See, I represent the 
family here, and there's a certain 
dissatisfaction with your brother-in- 
law, and naturally in Milwaukee the 
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family comes first and everybody 
else is secondary. He could be my 
own brother, and if he doesn't go 
along: with the rules, if he doesn't 
follow what the-family dictates, then 
I can't help him either...’ + * 


“But your brother-in-law hasn't 
respected nobody ever since he's 
been in Milwaukee. He's done very 
well for himself. He has completely 
disregarded everybody, (and) any- 
body ... pertaining to the family, he 
has been aloof from. So, naturally, 
we — I granted permission to give 


this man a warning, and Mr. Bonan- | 


no interceded. . . . 


"And, at that time, I most courte- 
ously granted Mr. Bonanno the favor 
of, er, forgetting what had been 
started, with the 1 
understanding kc 
that 1 would be . i 
available to Mr. 
Bonanno at any 
place to talk 
again, 


“Because, I 
mean, I never 
fight with Tuc- 
son, with New 
York....” 


Bonanno had 
homes in New 
York and Tuc- 
son. 


Balistrieri continued: "In your 
brother-in-law's case, I think that 
maybe since he got a clearance, his 
attitude, er, his demeanor is even 
worse than it was before. He com- 
pletely disregarded everybody. 








Bonanno 


“Pd be here ali night telling you 
things that he done, and I got quite 
disturbed about it. So I called Mr. 
DiBella. As a matter of fact, we had 
two or three conversations with Mr. 
DiBella." 


[According to the FBI transcript of 
the meeting, Balistrieri was referring 
to John DiBella, who was in charge 
of the Grande Cheese Co. in Fond du 
Lac. DiBelia was sald to be “a very 
close friend” of Bonanno. 


(Bonanno's wife, Faye, held 150 
shares of stock in Grande Cheese at 
the time, but there was no indication 
if the cheese firm was at issue in the 
dispute. 


[In à conversation abd after the 
meeting with Pete, Balistrieri said, 
"That cheese company}in Fond du 
Lac ... belongs to Milwaukee, and 
it's under my jurisdiction." 


[Officials said there was no indica- 
tion that the current management of 
Grande Cheese was involved in orga- 
nized crime.] 


Balistrieri continued his talk with 
Pete: “I’m sure that Mr. Bonanno 
doesn't want our family being mis- 
treated here in Milwaukee, ... First 
of all, I mean, being a family matter, 
I'm sure Mr. Bonanno has got enough 
intestinal fortitude to take the mes- 
sage. 


“He said that if Mr. Bonanno can’t 
handle the situation, that either he or 
his caporegime (a boss) — it's my 
understanding that Bill (Bonanno's 
son) is hls caporegime — would take 
the matter into consideration and 
that they would give me some satis- 
faction. : 


As a result of Balistrierl's contacts 
with members of the Bonanno family 
concerning the dispute, he told Pete, 
“I marvel that you come here with- 
out any knowledge of what is going 
on. I'm completely disturbed. And I 
don't think that this family deserves 
such treatment. i 


“Now, I think I was very courte- 
ous; I think I was very generous in 
waiting this time. ... And I think 
that the time is getting short on 
people's part.” ' 


Pete thanked Balistrieri for his 
courtesy. He said that Bonanno had 
had numerous probiems recently. 
Pete also apologized for being unable 
to go into detalis involving Pete's 
brother-in-law and “give you the sat- 
isfaction that you deserve.” 


Balistrierl: “Well, 1 want you to 
understand this now. I really am 
disturbed. I think I deserve better 
treatment than that. ... I run my 
family as 1 see fit. We made that 
friendship with you and 1” ` 


Pete: “It was in your father-in- ` 
law's place. I sald to you that every- 
thing was straightened out and don't 
worry ... and we thank you. I told 
my brother-in-law what I had to teli 
him. To go in a straight line. 


“That's all the details I can tell you 
because ... (someone) would say to 


me, “You're not a caporegime, you're 
not a consigliere (counselor), you're 
not a boss. Because Pm a soldier. 
You know that.” . 


Balistrieri: “Nobody is going to tell 
me how to run my family. I mean the 
reason that I might have done some- 
thing and then a guy could say, 
“Well, Jesus Christ You know what 
I mean? ... That's awful dangerous. 


" think that's not right to send, er, 
when I make a statement and then 
they misbehave. Then suppose I 
would have taken action?" 


Pete: “If I had a title I could take 
the responsibility. But as I am, I can't 
settle anything." 


Balistrieri: "The family comes 
first, Pete. ... I mean since he left 
here the last tíme he just don't give a 
good god damn for nobody. He con- 


ducts himself even worse than what - 


he has done before. His attitude 
hasn't changed. He's not bigger than 
us. We're not going to permit that. 
I’m sure Mr. Bonanno doesn't want 
that to happen in my town. 


“I was willing to go to meet him 
(Bonanno). 1 was willing to abide my 
time. I'm sorry now, I did waste this 
much time. I think it’s a sign of 
disrespect that when I give a mes- 
sage, that I have no answer. Now Pm 
Sure if there was one of us that 
wasn't looking for friendship then I 
would have taken different action. 


"As far as I'm concerned, this is 
the end. ... I run my town cs I see 
fit. That's it. I don't mean to be stern, 
I don't mean to give any ultimatums. 
But this thing has been going on too 
long without any satisfaction. I bent 
over backward to be nice, and I think 
I have been disrespected.” + 


Pete: “Frank, for me I can't take 
this sort of thing up because it's not 
up to me, you know what I mean?" 


Balistrieri and Pete argued over 
who was in charge, who was the 
caporegime, the captain, the “head 
pants," as Pete called him. 


` “Balistrierl: “As far as me hanging 
and waiting for Mr. Joe Bonanno to 
get ready to talk to me, I don't think 
I’m too receptive to that.” 


Another man in the room said: *I 
think you should wait for Mr. Bonan- 
no, Frank." 

Balistrieri: ^I got troubles, Nobody 
has more troubles than I have. I feel 
very disturbed. ... PIE tell you some- 
thing, Pete. Your brother-in-law Is in 
trouble over here! 

"These messages aren't carried out 
the way they're supposed to do. I 
mean, that's pretty dangerous," 


Pete: “Pm 61 years old. If Pd 


worry about these dangers I'd go and 
drown myself. I-got my superiors. I 
can’t go over their heads... ," 


After Pete left the meeting, Balis- 
trieri said that if Bonanno came to 
talk to him he would refer him to a 
meeting with Chicago mobsters. | 


However, at a later meeting that 
was also tape recorded, Balistrierl 
reported that Bonanno had stopped in 
Milwaukee to see him. 


Mentioning that Bonanno was at 
"Angelo's house," Balistriefi said: “He 
made no gesture to talk to me. He 
just kept on talking and then it got 
late. - 


“We went in tike a little room and 
Mr. Bonanno talked for at least 20 
minutes, He told us everything, but. 
what we wanted to talk about. After 
he spoke 20 minutes, Mr. Bonanno 
said ‘I never use the word tired, but 
I'm tired from speaking so long.’ 


" *I said, “You've been speaking for ` 
four hours and now that I wanted to 
say something, you're tired.’,.. I 
said, ‘I’m not satisfied.’ 


^ ‘Well,’ he says, ‘I’m tired. I'd like 
to postpone this thing until another 
time.’.,. He don't want to talk about 
it. I gotta go back to Chicago and tell 
them what happened, see? When I go 
back and tell Chicago what happened 
they don't like it too much." 


[Bonanno eventually was removed 
from the national commission of the 
Mafia as a result of his independent 
attitude, according to federal offi- 
cials. Sam Giancana, who was on the 
commission, was the mob boss in 
Chicago and Balistrieri's boss.] 


Referring to Bonanno, Balistrieri 
said, "Under the circumstances he 
didn't fool me, nor was I impressed 
by him. However, the respect that 
you pay a boss. and the courtesy, I 
gave it to him, , . ." 


“He showed me power, and I 
showed him respect.”

As the male FBI agent worked to 
open the door, the woman, who wore 
a receiver in her ear, kept in touch 
with agents in the neighborhood,

While waiting to get the bugging 
devices in place and start recording

We looked 


at this as the closest we have ever -

But first 
they had to get through a stubborn 
door at Snug's without a key.

"We knew exactly when the milk- ` 


man came, when the bakery was

- the case, “We even knew how many 
cars came down the street at any 
given hour. We knew when the po- 
lice would do regular patrol.” 


During the nights they broke into | 
Balistrieri’s restaurants, FBI agents 
were worried about police, who had 
not been informed that federal agents | 
were breaking and entering. i 


Some agents listened to police ra- 
dío frequencies for any reports of 
- burgfaries in progress so they could 
stop squads before they blew) apart : 
the investigation, i 


One night, Thorne was in a van 
with agents who spotted a man steal- : 
ing tires from a car. The agents ; 
turned on their lights briefly, which ` 
frightened the thief. An agent called 
police anonymously and gave them : 
the thief's license number. 


Besides knowing the routine of | 
neighborhoods, agents also knew | 
Frank Balistrieri's daily routine. 


"We assumed he got up late in the 
day because he went home so late at | 
“night,” DeMarco said. “He would go 
out on the street in midafternoon. 
Usually, he'd go to Snug's, LaScalla 
and Leonardo's — places he had an 
interest in. : 


“At Snug's he'd make four or five : 
phone calls, then he'd slide over to | 
Leonardo's ground 6 p.m. and make a, | 
lot of phone calls, maybe have some ' 
drinks. A lot of times he drank non- 
alcoholic beverages. ET ecce) 

"About three times a week, around : 
7 or 8 p.m., he'd call his wife at home :

call before he'd leave whatever loca- 

tion he was at, ' 


“Five minutes, it didn't mean a . 
damn to him. Then he'd go back to | 
Snug's and Leonardo's, He stayed in . 
places he felt were his domain. He | 
would go home anywhere between 1 
a.m. and 4 a.m." 


During a taped conversation, Jo- 


-seph P. Balistrieri, a son, said: "See, ` 


my old man, we're on different, you 
know, we're in different ... zones. ; 


. ... I get up 7 o'clock in the morning. 


I go to work. I come back 6, 7 o'clock 
at night. I'm beat, you know. 
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"He comes, he gets up in the after- 
noon. He's ail talced and shaved and 
ready for an argument at 7 o'clock. 


My tongue is hanging out. You know | 
then my father's got a nice, you : 


know, he's got a nice way of open- 


ing. Ah, you know he doesn't want to : 
say, ‘Sit down, 1 wanna talk to you.’ ; 
He says, ‘You (obscenity) guys; you | 


‘think you know everything.’ 


One thing Frank Balistrieri didn't | 
know was that his tirades were be- | 


ing taped. Eventually, the lock on 
Snug's gave up, but it didn't happen 
that first night. 


“He (the male agent) worked on - 


the lock from about 2 a.m. to 4 a.m. 
and gave up," DeMarco said. “He 
couldn't get in.” 


Agents broke into Snug's three 
days latér, and they also got into : 
Leonardo's. ‘ 


At Leonardo's, agents "were get- 
ting ready to leave when the female 
agent saw a big rat on.the bar," 
DeMarco said. “The rat was chewing 
on cherries you put in cocktails. The 
woman shrieked, the rat jumped and 
knocked four glasses off the bar. 


“Qur nerves shattered like the 
glasses." , 


But agents said the tense work 
was worth it because the recordings 
sent Balistrieri to prison on charges 


Las Vegas casinos, exfortion and 
gambling. 

His sons, John and Joseph, were 
acquitted of the skimming charges, 
but were sent to prison for extortion. 


The agents taped Balistrierl brag- 


ging, “I'm surrounded with a battery —

"There were long tables all around 
the room, Seven places to. listen to 
the reel-to-reel tapes and 14 ma- 
chines running.

Legally, agents were not allowed 
to listen to any conversations Irrele- 
vant to the evidence they were seek- 
ing, as autherized by a judge. 


The agents had to establish the 
relevance of a conversation quickly 
and decide whether or not to listen to 
it, knowing that if they made the 
wrong decision, the tape would not 
be useable in court. 


Eventually, as a result of investi- 
gations in several cities, at least six 
top mob bosses were convicted, and 
prosecutors here and in Kansas City 
unscrambled pieces of the nation- 
wide puzzle of crime. 


By November 1979, DeMarco sald, 
meetings were being held in different 
cities to discuss the results of wiretap 
investigations here and in other parts 
of the country. 


"While we're doing this, we're 
continuing to get bombardéd with 
numerous pieces of information èv- 
eryday,” DeMarco said. “We have 
wiretaps going, the other offices are 
sending us Information, our Infor- 
mants are telling us things and all of 
this had to be collated, and we had to 
get all this new information to the 
level of the monitoring agents so 
they knew what they were listening 


to. We finally realized we had the - 
chance before us to once and for all :

"I knew-it was unrelated to me," 
Cobb sald of the bombing. 


: However, Cobb told Benjamin 


(Lefty) Ruggiero. that he was con- 


. cerned that people were being blown | 
. up. Ruggiero told him not to worry, 


Cobb sald. 
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Nothing would happen to Cobb 
because Cobb was "with them," Rug- 
glero said, meaning the New York 
mob family to which Ruggiero be- 
longed. 


While undercover, Cobb depended 
on Ruggiero, a friendly, easygoing, 
likable man who told Cobb he had: 
murdered his daughter's husband. - 


One thing was wrong with Ruggi- 
ero’s reasoning that Cobb was safe: 
Balistrieri initially did not know that 
Cobb, who was trying to set up a 
vending machine business here, had 
the protection of the New York mob,

Three men were assigned to kill

Cobb and they followed him around, 


but Balistrieri called them off when, 
he found out Cobb was approved by 
the New York mob, Cobb sald. — / 


As a result of Cobb's undercover 
work and recorded conversations qb- 
tained by the FBI office here, Balis- 
trieri and his attorney: sons, Joseph 
and John, were convicted and sent to- 
prison on charges relating to extor- 
tion in the vending machine business. , 


Cobb wasn’t the first undercover 
agent whom Rugglero had inadver-- 
tently befriended. A member of the 
Bonanno mob in New York City, 
Ruggiero had previously made 
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friends with agent, Joe Pistone, who 
infiltrated the Bonanno family. Pis- 
tone Introduced Ruggiero to Cobb, 
indicating Cobb could be trusted. 


“I told him (Ruggiero) I was open- 
ing a vending business in Milwaukee 
and he says, ‘Who’s sponsoring 
you?' " Cobb said. "I said, 'Nobody's 
sponsoring me.’ He said, ‘You can't 
do that.’ He said, ‘Either they'll 
.throw you out of there, or they'll kill 
you,’ » 





After checking with his New York 
bosses, Ruggiero was authorized to 
help Cobb get permission from Balis- 
trieri to open a vending machine 
business in Milwaukee, The New 
York. mob wanted a cut of the prof- 
its, Cobb said. : y 


An introduction to Balistrieri was. 
arranged through a Mafia family in. 
Rockford, I., Cobb said. While wait- | 


ing for the arrangements to be finat- 


ized, Cobb said, he and Ruggiero ` 
were told to stay at a Milwaukee- 


area hotel and wait for a phone call. 


After they walted about a week, a 
meeting was held at Snug's, 1962 N. 
Prospect Ave., a restaurant owned by 
Balistrieri's son, Joseph. 


Cobb, who used the name Tony 
Conte in his undercover role, recalled 
how the meeting opened: "Atter 
about a minute — it felt like half an 
hour —'Lefty was told to introduce 
his friend (Cobb)." 


: Balistrleri “was sitting directly 
across the table and we were about 
to shake hands, when Lefty says, 
"Tony Conte. And Frank brings his 


"hand back. i 


“Tony Conte? he says. ‘We've 
been looking for you ail week.’ He 
said, ‘We were going to hit you.

Cobb was going to be killed be- 
cause he was intruding in one of

said. 


"What happened, I guess, they just 
told Frank, 'You have got to come 
back, these (New York) people are 
still waiting,’ " Cobb said. .

“Don't you worry about it,” friend- 
ly oid Ruggiero said.- According to 
Cobb, Ruggiero said he would do the 
killing and give Cobb the credit. 


That's the world in which Cobb 
worked: Palmisano dead, Louis Fazio 
dead, Auggie Maniaci dead, and his 
brother, Vincent, lucky to be alive.

However, Conte, like everyone 
else, deferred to Frank Balistrleri. If 
a group was at a table talking, “as 
soon as Frank came in and sat down, 
you shut up," Cobb said. 


Benjamin (Lefty) Ruggiero, a New 
York hoodlum who befriended Cobb, 
gave Cobb an even more emphatic 
assessment of Balistrieri's clout: “Let 
me tell you something, this ... town 
is afraid of him."

Valley, who died at the age of 90 
in 1986, retired as business manager 
in 1984. Valley had been friends with 
Balistrieri for years and promoted a 
boxing match with him in 1950 that 





attracted more than 12,000 people. 


In 1960, it was alleged in testimo- 


ny before a Senate subcommittee 
that Valley had ties to Frankie Carbo, 
an underworld boss in Philadelphia. 
Valley knew Carbo, but had no busi- 
ness dealings with him, Valley said, 


Valley was an international vice 
president of the Hotel Motel Restau- 
rant Employes and Bartenders Union. 
Balistrieri also was close to the inter- 
national union, federal officials said. 


In 1985, the President's Commis- 
sion on Organized Crime named the 
international union as one of the “bad 
four major unions — dominated by 
the La Cosa Nostra Crime Syndicate 
and its auxiliaries and allies." 


Another of the bad four was the 
Teamsters Union. 


During testimony that same year, 
Allen Glick, a Las Vegas business- 
man, said that Frank Ranney, a trust- 
ee for a Teamsters' pension fund, had 
told him, "If I was interested in 
pursuing the financing with the Cen- 





- tral States Pension Fund that I shoutd

Ranney became secretary-treasur-. 
er of Teamsters Local 200 here in 
1951, a position he held until 1971. 


The Balistrieri-Ranney relation- 
ship goes way. back, even before a 
1958 business venture in which each 
held 30% stock in a company that 
sold guns — plastic toy bubble guns. * 
The two men once attended a toy 
show in New York City, when Balis- 
trieri was into toy guns. ] 


Former Teamster President Jimmy 
R. Hoffa — whom Balistrieri indicat- 
ed he knew — appointed Ranney a 
general union organizer in Wisconsin 
in 1962. Active in civic affairs, Ran- 
ney had been on the Milwaukee 
Common Council’s pension study 
committee, the Governor's Commis- 
sion on Human rights and the Mil- 
waukee Board of Harbor Commis- 
sioners, 7 


Glick took Ranney’s advice, talked 
to Balistrieri, and later received 
union approval for a loan of $62.7 
mliilon. He bought interests in Las 
Vegas hotels, and Balistrieri received 
skim money from the casinos. 


Joseph Balistrieri, Frank's other 
son, also had dealings with Ranney 
and played a role in his father's 
various financial transactions, feder- 





al officials said. 


In 1970, a US-attorney filed a 
report which stated that Balistrieri 
obtained a $125,000 loan from a Mil- 

. waukee bank after Ranney told the 
bank that a large Teamster deposit 
would be made if the bank granted a 
Joan to Frank Balistrieri, through his 
son, Joseph. 


A $500,000 depo:it from the Pen- 
Sion Fund was made Sept. 10, 1968, 
and a $125,000 loan was made to 
Joseph Balistrieri the same day, the 
report said. That loan had been de- 
nied previously by the bank. 


Hoffa was murdered in 1975, but 
his body was never found. Elected 
president of the Teamsters in 1957, 
Hoffa was indicted on jury tampering 
charges, found guilty and sentenced 
to eight years in prison in 1964. 


Concerned about Hoffa's convic- 
tions, Balistrieri — according to a 
transcript of a recording — discussed 
the case with Joseph Caminiti, a 
close associate: 


Balistrieri; “He's (Hoffa) really in- 
nocent. You know what they got on 
him? They got him on conspiracy to 
extort. He had given $80,000 to some 
guy to have him finish the hotel." 


Caminiti: “How can you call that 
extortion?" 


Balistrieri: "Well, he threatened 
him. In other words, to get his money 
back, he threatened this guy." 


Caminiti: “This guy could change 
his testimony . . . can't he?" 


Balistrieri: “Yeah.” 
Balistrieri told Caminiti that he 


would like to go see “that kid," an _ 


apparent reference to Hoffa. 


“Well, they'll connect you with 
him and him with you,” Caminiti told 
Balistrieri, apparently cautioning him 
against the meeting. 


During another 1964 meeting, re- 
cords show, Caminiti and Balistrieri 
discussed how they could get funds 
from local Teamsters unions, appar- 
ently to help pay some of Hoffa's 
legal expenses.

On Wednesday, October 13, 1971, and Thursday, October 14, 1971, 
S/A SCHMIDT entered the AD LIB to determine who was currently 
employed there.

Her husband does not approve of her 
stripping but she said she always wanted to be a dancer, SCHMIDT 
bought a drink for MISS PATTY. The drink, a straight shot of 
whiskey, costed $2.50. MISS PATTY offered SCHMIDT a sip so SCHMIDT 
would know it was the real thing. SCHMIDT accepted her offer and 
found the drink to be whiskey.  MISS PATTY then discussed the 
honesty of the management and JOE ENEA, She stated that the 
management would not cheat or take advantage of the customers. 

At 12:30 a.m., MISS PATTY was scheduled to dance. She went 
upstairs to get ready but asked SCHMIDT to remain for her act. 
SCHMIDT remained for the act but departed immediately after it. 


JOSEPH ENEA was not present when SCHMIDT entered the bar, although 

his auto was parked outside at 10:30 p.m. SCHMIDT did not see ENEA 
re-enter the AD LIB but observed him at the bar at 12:00 a.m. Shortly

Two of these couples were well known to Research Analyst 
WALKNER and his wife, while the third couple, HARRY J. DELANEY and 
his wife, 1933 S. 55th Street, West Allis, Wisconsin, were introduced 
for the first time to the WALKNER'S. HARRY DELANEY was introduced 
as the public relations man for Channel 18 in Milwaukee. 


After the Brewer's game the same four couples drove to the residence 
of HARRY DELANEY for drinks and conversation. 


During this social gathering many topics were discussed including 

a conversation of good places to go for drinks and dancing in the 
Milwaukee area. During this conversation, HARRY DELANEY stated that 
he had a chance to do some promotional work for ANTHONY T, MACHI, 
(owner of the MEET MARKET, 753 N. 16th Street and TEDDY'S, 1434 N. 
Farwell, Milwaukee), but didn't want to get involved with him 
because he was a member of the "mafia". DELANEY then asked if 
everyone knew about the recent accident that involved JOE BALISTRIERI, 
son of Milwaukee mafia boss FRANK BALISTRIERI, who had been run over 
by orders of the Chicago mob. 


At this time, Research Analyst WALKNER stated that he worked for the 
Wisconsin Justice Department and as far as he knew, this was a 
legitimate accident. DELANEY then stated that he had heard that the 
Chicago mob was trying to get even with the BALISTRIERIS for the 
LOUIE FAZIO killing and had ordered this "accident" to happen. 
DELANEY also stated that the driver of this accident vehicle actually 
jumped the curb to get to BALISTRIERI. 


Although DELANEY appeared to be sincere about this subject, it was 
felt by Research Analyst WALKNER thát this information was hearsay 
and this topic of conversation was dropped.

According to the Wall Street Journal, mob associate 
Andrew Lococo borrowed $2.5 million from the fund from 
1969 to 1971. 

“The ‘money was borrowed in the name of the Cockatoo 
Motel, a Los Angeles nightclub Mr. Lococo owned,” the 
Wall Street Journal said. But the paper cited Justice 
Department sources who said much of the money went fo! 
finance a large fishing boat built at Sturgeon Bay. ^ 

An affidavit filed in Federal Court in Los Angeles In 1970' 
alleged that Lococo attempted to use Balistrierl's in- 
fluence to obtain Teamster financing for his hotel and 
restaurant in California. 

The late Lococo was convicted at various times of 
burglary,larceny and perjury. During his perjury trial, a 
government attorney identified Steve DiSalvo of 
Milwaukee as a bookmaker and member of the Mafia. 

At the time Rosenheimer introduced Rocthe to Stone 
and his friends, the former area banker was listed as a 
corporate officer with DiSalvo in Universal Bullders, Inc., .

SUBJECT OF INVESTIGATION: PETER F. BALISTRIERT O. _—— 


On September 27, 1972, Special Agent SUHR met with BALISTRIERI'S 
Probation Agent, EDWARD G. HUFF, in HUFF'S office in the State 
Office Building, and HUFF related substantially the following: 


On September 19, 1972, BALISTRIERI made one of his required visits 
to HUFF'S office. During their conversation, HUFF attempted to 
prod PETER BALISTRIERI into admitting that he was actually running 
the SCENE NIGHTCLUB for his brother, FRANK P. BALISTRIERI. PETER 
BALISTRIERI denied this and stated to HUFF that he would shortly, 
toward the end of September, "be re-opening THE SCENE as the CENTER 
STAGE," at which he will serve dinner and have a show. PETER 
BALISTRIERI also gave HUFF a brochure announcing the opening of 

the CENTER STAGE.

Director KRUSCHE met with reliable informant OCI-18 between 
2:00 p.m. 4:00 p.m. on December 20, 1973. OCI-18 said that 
FRANK BALISTRIERI is very close to two Chicago hoodlums who were 

top lieutenants in the PHIL ALDERISIO organized crime group in 

Chicago prior to ALDERISIO'S death about a year ago.  OCI-18 . 
said that BALISTRIERI is going to Chicago to visit with ade n to 
and ANTHONY SPILOTRO. OCI-18 said that SPILOTRO and SCHWEIHS 

represent some of the more militant younger organized crime 

group in Chicago that want to operate in the old violen 
contrary to the policies currently set out by A 
deceased E. organized crime boss FLORE_BUCCIERT. OCI-18

said that S and SPILOTRO travelled to Milwaukee several 
times a mon O Visit with FRANK BALISTRIERI and that on occasion 
FRANK BALISTRIERI goes to Chicago to visit with them. 


OCI-18 said that FRANK BALISTRIERI engineered the murder of LOUIS 
FAZIO for the following reasons: 


1. LOUIS FAZIO was holding out on gambling kickbacks to 
BALISTRIERI, 


2. LOUIS FAZIO was busy cultivating politicians from City 
Hall in Milwaukee while BALISTRIERI was serving time in 
Sandstone Penitentiary. BALISTRIERI lost some ground 
in this area while he was in the Penitentiary and felt 
that FAZIO was becoming a threat to him and his image 
as the Milwaukee organized crime boss. 


3. BALISTRIERI has felt very insecure and believes that 
there were too many informants within the local organiza- 
tion. No one had been hit for some time in the Milwaukee 
area, at least from the Italian community, and BALISTRIERI 
felt that LOUIS FAZIO'S assassination would close some 
mouths and make informants more reluctant to be cooperative 
with the police. 


4. BALISTRIERI was angry with SALLY PAPIA because she has 
been seen talking to law enforcement officials on many 
occasions.  BALISTRIERI felt that ad a md 
out important information on the localUMob's activities . 
including his own and he felt that he wanted to get back 
at her for this.  BALISTRIERI was afraid fo haryy SALLY

PAPIA because she was going with FRANK BUCCIERI, brother 
of FIORE BUCCIERI, a top organized crime figure from 
Chicago. OCI-18 said that BALISTRIERI told the FAZTOS 
that the BUCCIERIS from Chicago were responsible for 
assassinating their brother, LOUIS FAZIO, in hopes 

that the FAZIOS would retaliate against SALLY PAPIA 

and thereby bring the Chicago mob down on them. 
BALISTRIERI felt that he would serve two purposes in 
this area, 1) He would get rid of SALLY PAPIA, and 

2) He would eliminate the FAZIO family from the 
Milwaukee scene so that he would have clear sailing with 
the local politicians. 


OCI-18 said that there is some bad feeling on the part of STEVE 
DiSALVO becuase of FRANK BALISTRIERI'S actions at the time that 

he (BALISTRIERI) entered Sandstone Federal Penitentiary.  OCI-18 
said that BALISTRIERI took his brother, PETER BALISTRIERI, to 
Chicago and had him admitted to the mafia.  BALISTRIERI advised 
the Chicago leaders that PETER would be in charge of his organiza- 
tion while he was in the Penitentiary.  OCI-18 said that BALISTRIERI 
also lied to the bosses in Chicago relative to PETER BALISTRIERI'S 
being involved in the commission of a murder, one of the requisits 
for admission into the organization.  OCI-18 said that STEVE 
DiSALVO has been loyal to FRANK BALISTRIERI for 30 years and that 
STEVE DiSALVO was put out at the fact that BALISTRIERI did not 

put him in charge in his absence. OCI-18 said that BALISTRIERI 
has continued to keep STEVE DiSALVO close to him since he was re- 
leased from Sandstone Prison and that STEVE DiSALVO is still loyal 
to BALISTRIERI. OCI- id that STEVE DiSALVO is seen in the 


company of MN very frequently and that F 
islikes FRANK BALISTRIERI very much.

OCI-18 said that SALLY PAPIA has learned through the BUCCIERIS 
that the FAZIO family attempted to get someone from Chicago to 
burn her house down.  OCI-18 said that SALLY learned that two 
"torch men" or arsonis om Chicago were solicited by the FAZIOS 
for the job, through E and TONY SPILOTRO.  OCI-18 
said that it is believed that the FAZIOS were put in touch with 
the alleged arsonists with the help of FRANK BALISTRIERI.  OCI-18 
said that the FAZIOS were making an offer of $1,500 to burn SALLY 
PAPIA'S house down. According to OCI-18, the two arsonists came 
to Milwaukee and met with the FAZIOS and solicited a dovn payment 
on a total payment of $2,500 to torch SALLY'S house. The arsonists 
returned to Chicago and attempted to get permission to carry out 
the burning of SALLY'S.house. SALLY PAPIA has told OCI-18 that 
FIORE BUCCIERI intervened and that the two arsonists were advised 
they could not carry out the plot. OCI-18 said that SALLY has 
said that the arsonists did not return the down payment to the

A g to 
OCI-18, the message was delivered to BALISTRIERI by and 
OCI-18 explained that FIORE BUCCIERI liked SALLY very 
much prior to his death, and believed that SALLY was actually 
married to his brother, FRANK BUCCIERI. OCI-18 said that SALLY 
PAPIA has been travelling to Riverside, Illinois, where she has 
been helping to manage a restaurant-night club that is operated 
and owned by FRANK BUCCIERI.  OCI-18 said that RUSSELL ENEA 
accompanies SALLY to Riverside, Illinois, and also helps in the 
management of the night club in question.  OCI-18 said that FRANK 
BUCCIERI still travels to Milwaukee on occasion and spends time 
with SALLY PAPIA, at her residence, in Wauwatosa. 








OCi- -18 said that SALLY was visited by Milwaukee Alderman JENDUSA, 
wW. negotiating to buy the CHICO'S RESTAURANT, from 

E ij JENDUSA advised SALLY that he was surprised that 
she was on the outs with FRANK BALISTRIERI. He said that she 
should think twice about buying the restaurant from 
because BALISTRIERI had used all of his influence to see that she 
would have trouble in keeping the license for that establishment. 
OCI-18 said that FRANK BALISTRIERI definitely has Alderman MARK 
RYAN and ex-Alderman ALLEN CALHOUN in his pocket.  OCI-18 said that 
CALHOUN and his wife were sent into SALLY'S restaurant by 
BALISTRIERI for free meals and drinks, prior to SALLY PAPIA having 
a falling out with BALISTRIERI.  OCI-18 said that CALHOUN never 
paid and ate lobster at SALLY'S restaurant three times a week. 
OCI-18 said that SALLY gave away approximately $6,000 worth of 
food and drinks in one year to policemen and politicians at the 
request of BALISTRIERI. 


OCI-18 said that FRANK BALISTRIERI, up until a year and a half ago, 
was a frequent visitor to SALLY PAPIA'S restaurant with a banker 
named JAMES ROSENHEIMER.  OCI-18 said that FRANK BALISTRIERI was 
associated with STEVE DiSALVO and HENRY NECHY in the siding business 
and that BALISTRIERI was instrumental in getting ROSENHEIMER to 
give various loans to NECHY from the BANK QE JACKSON and the, BANK 
.OF FREDONIA.  OCI-18 said that ROSENHEIMER was going with either a 
Hawaiian or Chinese girl that he met in the AD-LIB COCKTAIL LOUNGE 
Operated by FRANK BALISTRIERI.

Chief HAROLD BRIER.  OCI-18 said that SALLY PAPIA has said that 
she was present when BALISTRIERI talked about his friend HAROLD 
BRIER and that there is an agreement between BRIER and BALISTRIERI 
relative to organized crime in Milwaukee.  OCI-18 said that HAROLD 
BRAER will refuse to acknowledge the fact that organized crime 
exists in the City of Milwaukee and that FRANK BALISTRIERI has 
agreed not to attempt to open the town up to organized crime 
activities on a large-scale basis.

1972 to your office during which time Investigator Trigen requested 
backround information on Rocco Youse. This letter is in response 
to that request. 


- Youse came to the attention of this department in December 1970 when 


the mayor of a small northern Wisconsin town made a complaint to this 
department. The mayor stated that representatives of Del Chemical 
Corporation, Menomonee Falls, Wisconsin, had given gifts and cash 
payoffs to officials of this city for the purpose of influencing these 
officials on making purchases from Del Chemical.  Predicated upon that 
complaint, a case was opened on Del Chemical Corporation by this de- 
partment. Subsequent to the receipt of the complaint, background in- 
formation was obtained on corporate members of the organization of which 
Youse, as its president, was of prime concern. Following is background 
data on Youse obtained from various sources:

GLEASON and his fenily moved from New Jersey to Milwaukee in 
approximately August 1957. GLEASON remained in Milwaukee proper 
until sometime in 1958 when he purchased a home in Menomonee 

Falls, which is located near ROCCO YOUSE'S home. At the time 

that GLEASON first met YOUSE, YOUSE was a chemical salesman working 
for NATIONAL CBEMSEARCH. They got acquainted as neighbors originally, 
and later GLEASON and YOUSE went out socially. GLEASON claimed 

that YOUSE was quite a drinker and would frequently call GLEASON 

to accompany him. 


YOUSE moved out of the Menomonee Falis subdivision in approximately 
1966 and moved to his home called Roccor MF e KE

GLEASON and YOUSE had 
dinner with among others FRANK BALISTRIERL, LOUIS FAZIO, and a 
STEVE (LNU).

ROCCO informed MRS, YOUSE that he had already heard that 

was intending to leave DEL CHEMICAL. ROCCO YOUSE also spoke to one 

MRS. YOUSE'S sons and told the son to hire personnel from the BURNS 
DETECTIVE AGENCY to watch the plant over the weekend since ROCCO

MRS, YOUSE also heard from a source that was not mentioned that FRANK 
BALISTRIERI was dating or going with TONY PIPITO'S sister, identity 
unknown. MRS, YOUSE claimed that in all her contacts with FRANK 
BALISTRIERI, he always acted like a gentlemani:and what he did in his 
private life was none of her business. MRS. YOUSE said that FRANK 
BALISTRIERI admitted that he loved his wife but also cheated on her 
quite frequently. 


Special Agent SUHR querried MRS, YOUSE as to when AN - vas 
actually leaving the corporation. MRS, YOUSE said as far as she was 
concerned, Friday, May 9, 1975, was RM S last day there. MRS. 
YOUSE added that as a result of all this confusion at DEL CHEMICAL 
CORPORATION, ROCCO YOUSE flew in over the weekend to attempt to 
straighten the affairs of the business out. In fact, on Monday, 

May 12, 1975, ROCCO YOUSE had a meeting with all the employees who 
remained there, and MRS, YOUSE who overheard this speech said that 
ROCCO was all "milk and honey." MRS, YOUSE said that ROCCO'S 
personality has changed since bhe had last seen him two years ago 
and that now he was quite humble. Early in their married life, 
ROCCO YOUSE used to attend church but then he became an atheist. 
When he concluded his speech to the employees at the plant on Monday, 
ROCCO YOUSE, "God bless you all!" 
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
